Oils are in fair demand, paints quiet, 
chemicals dull, drugs are quite active. 

During the early part of the week 
that has elapsed since our last report, 
the rate for money on call was at one 
time bid up to 20 per cent. per annum, 
but since the action of the Secretary of 
the Treasury ordering pre-payment of 
called bonds to the amount of $5,000,000 
weekly, there has been continued ease.

THE CONSUMPTION OF FOREIGN 
PAINTS AND COLORS. 

In support of the statement made in 
the last issue of the REPORTER that 
the past season has been unsatisfac- 
tory to the paint trade, we find by 
reference to our files that the imports 
of many of the staple goods have 
fallen off while the cheaper colors and 
many of the materials used for ex- 
tending, or to put it plainly adulterat- 
ing, show a marked increase as will be 
seen by the appended table which 
shows the imports for two years to 
November ist: 
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It is not difficult to account for the 
difference in the figures set opposite 
some of the above named articles but 
the increase or decrease in others is 
apparently less easy of explanation. 
For instance the import of crude ba- 
rytes is over 187 per cent. greater than 
in 1881 and this is to be accounted for 
not by any marked increase of con- 
sumption but by the failing of Ameri- 
can mines. This decrease in the do- 
mestic production is due to the giving 
out of Eastern mines, and though 
mining has thereby been given an 
impetus in the South the ore obtained 
from this source is unfitted to entirely 
supply the place of the fine grade 
formerly found in the Eastern States. 
The importation of foreign crude 
which was checked for a time during 
the period when the Eastern produc- 
tion was at its height has therefore 
assumed something like former propor- 
tions. The receipts of chalk have in- 
creased 38 per cent. owing to an extra 
demand for whiting. In china clay 
the percentage of increase is small. 
In this connection it should be stated 
that nearly all the articles used for 
adulterating have been in large de- 
mand the past year, the low prices 
and widespread competition, which 
have prevailed rendering the sophisti- 
cation of colors dry and ground in oil, 
and of ready mixed paints,a necessity. 
China clay occupies an important 
place among these adulterants and the 
increase noted would no doubt have 
been much larger but for the difficulty 
experienced by importers in bringing 
the article out from the other side 
owing to the scarcity of tonnage. 
Some months ago when English china 
clay was extremely scarce and high 
priced the domestic clay was brought 
into greater prominence, consumers 
seeking it to temporarily supply the 
place of foreign. It met the emer- 
gency so well that many consumers 
finding it an acceptable substitute for 
the more expensive imported article 
kept up its useeven after the supply of 
English was increased by liberal arriv- 











als. Thus the increased consumption 
which would otherwise have appeared 
in the imports of foreign has been 
met and supplied with the Southern 
product. It will be noticed that there 
is a large deficiency in the imports of 
drop black this year as compared with 
last. While it is contended that a good 
drop black cannot be made by our 
manufacturers, the fact that the im- 
port of foreign has fallen off to such 
an extent, when the consumption 
shows little or no diminution (this 
being one of the few articles that have 
enjoyed a large sale the past year)entire 
ly disproves such a statement and con- 
clusively proves that American manu- 
facturers can compete successfully with 
foreign makers, when the prejudice in 
favor of imported goods is not allowed 
to stand in their way. It is gratifying 
to see this prejudice diminishing and 
consumers selecting goods on their 
own merits and not because they 
believe nothing of home produc- 
tion is worthy even of trial. A 
peculiar feature of the comparison 
given in this table is the marked in- 
crease in the receipts of iron oxide, 
sienna and Venetian red. The ‘“‘ws- 
thetic fever” which has been raging 
violently in our midst since the long 
haired ‘apostle of the beautiful” 
landed in this city. has had an effect 
even upon prosy trade, and though at 
the first glance it may seem absurd, 
there is no doubt that the enlargement 
of the import of these pigments is due 
to the peculiar craze which possesses 
the people. Everywhere we go, par- 
ticularly in the country, the prevailing 
tones are browns, reds and “terra 
cotta,” whether in house, barn or 
fence. The natural infereuce is that 
the pigments required to give these 
hues must have a greatly extended 
consumption, and when we turn to 
statistics we find our impressions sub- 
stantiated by the facts which the fig 
ures show. The increase in ochre is 
partly due to the same cause, no doubt, 
but its consumption in other channels 
also is greater than in past years. The 
figures given in the table do not, how- 
ever, represent the actual growth of 
the consumption. The increase imj 
portation is greater than the increase 
in the demand for the reason that 
during the last few weeks the stock 
which was previously light has been 
greatly augmented and is thusat the 
present time in excess of requirements. 
The decline in the import of pig lead 
is due to the fact that the producti-n 
of domestic has been greater, while 
consumers have taken it in preference 
to foreign. Litharge and red lead 
have also fallen off largely owing to 
the increased production here and low 
if not unprofitable prices. The large 
increase in the import of orange min- 
eral has been rendered necessary by 
the new field which has recently been 
opened through the introduction of 
artificial vermilion, or vermilion sub- 
stitute, thousands of pounds now being 
consumed in this way. Tale shows an 
increase of fifty per cent., being one of 
the articles whose use as an adulterant 
has been extended within the past 
year. Terraalba has fallen off about 
ten per cent, possibly on account of 
large stocks left over from last year 
and a smaller demand this year. 
The decrease in the importation 
of ultramarine is slight and can- 
not be taken as indicating a re- 
duced consumption, as at the end of 
the year it will probably be found that 
the quantity received tallies with that 
brought over in 1881 within a few 
pounds. The falling off in umber 
might be accounted for on the sccre of 
a smaller demand, but it is probably 
due more directly to the fact that for 
some time past difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in obtaining it in the pri- 
mary markets owing to its growing 
scarcity. It is not easy to account for 
the increase in white lead imports, 
The market here has at no time during 











the year warranted such an increase, 
prices being low while the domestic 
production was in excess of consump- 
tive requirements. With zine oxide, 
the imports of which might have been 
greater with as much reason as in the 
case of white lead, we find a reduction 
of 67,287 pounds. This is small it is 
true, but it shows that the product of 
home manufacturers is being appre- 
ciated and while its consumption is 
increasing the use of the imported 
article is gradually diminishing, its 
quality though finer than the domestie 
oxide not being sufficiently so to en- 
tirely make up the difference in cost to 
the consumer. The increase in re- 
ceipts of Paris white and the decrease 
in rottenstone are not easily explain- 


able. 
THE WHULESALE DRUGGISTS’ AS- 
SOCIATION. 

We have had occasion heretofore to 
speak of the Western Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association as the strongest or- 
ganization in the drug and collateral 
trades, and as one of the foremost of all 
commercial associations in the United 
States. The objects of the Association, 
its basis of organization, and the 
earnest unanimity with which it has 
prosecuted whatever work it has un- 
dertaken, have contributed ‘toward 
making it the reputable effection and 
influential organization that it is. The 
action taken at the Cleveland meeting 
in dropping its sectional title and 
adopting the comprehensive name 
**National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation,” would have been proper at 
an earlier date in the history of the 
organization and is one which will add 
to its numerical strength and to its 
moral influence. We print in this 
issve a stenographic report of the pro- 
ceedings during the greater part of 
the session. Our space will not 
permit us to give the entire preceed- 
ings this week, but they will be con- 
cluded in our next paper. 

We are advised of the complimen- 
tary action toward the OIL, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTER, which fermed a 
feature of the banquet on Wednesday 
evening, when an elegant badge was 
presented to the representative of 
this paper. We are touched by 
this delicate acknowledgement of 
our efforts on behalf of the as- 
sociation and its work, and trust 
that our representative gave assur— 
ance, as our representatives are au- 
thorized at all times to do, that the 
REPORTER will always be found the 
champion of what it believes to be 
right, the opponent of what it believes 
toba wrong, and the impartial ex- 
ponent of whatever relates to the 
trades of which it is the acknowledged 
representative. 

Much that was done during the con- 
vention calls for editorial comment 
and will receive due consideration at 
our hands later on when the remainder 
of the report has been printed. The 
rebate plan is asubject which received, 
as was expected,a large share of the 
attention of the Association, and the 
system was, we believe, placed upon a 
more stable basis by the discussion 
which was had. The question of dis- 
counts was properly recognized as con- 
stituting a vital feature of this system 
and the work of effecting uniformity 
in this matter made encouraging pro- 
gress. The reports of the Insurance 
and other committees were comprehen- 
sive documents the value of which will 
be apparent to our readers, to whom 
their careful perusal is recommended.

M. Julliard states that Vieil Or (old gold color) 
is obtained from a preparation known in the 
trade as mandarine, which is a preparation of 
turmeric, orseiile, indigo, carmine, and an orange 
aniline dye. The indigo carmine is used only in 
very small proportions to give the tarnished ap- 
pearance, and the orange ls also used in quite 
small quantity ta make the color more perma- 
nent. Feathers to be dyed this color are gener- 
ally Gret treated with a solution of salt of sorrel, 
oxalic acid, or sulphuric acid, 
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ant root and herb, has also been found 
to possess some of the properties of the 
hop, and has been taken in sufficient 
quantities to more than double the 
price. Quassia, which is claimed by 
its friends to be the only real substi- 
tute for hops, has found its way into 
the beer vat and has sprung from 
about two cents per pound to as high 
as twenty cents. The advance in the 
prices of ali these articles is likely to 
bring out anincreased supply, though 
some time must elapse before it can ,be 
marketed, and in the meantime the 
holders of what 8tock there is are en- 
joying the fruits of the “boom.” Aloes 
have always been hinted at by the 
skeptical prohibitionist or the ‘‘moder- 
ation” business man unfamiliar with 
the chemistry of the Deutsch-Ameri- 
kanische beverage, as a prominent 
component of beer, and the advance 
in hops has been expected to largely 
increase the consumption of this resin. 
But aloes have a therapeutic effect 
which renders their use unsafe in a 
beverage of so general consumption as 
beer, and unless the brewer were in 
league with the distiller of brandy he 
could scarcely be justified in employ- 
ing this laxative substitute for the 
mildly astringent hop. Without know- 
ing anything about the subject, we 
fancy that many consumers of beer 
will prefer the bitter of the hop with 
whatever tonic effects may accompany 
that flower, tothe taste and effects of 
any of its suggested substitutes, and if 
hops are to remain out of the reach of 
the brewer, we doubt not that our 
German scientific friends will soon 
produce by synthesis from coal tar, an 
artificial hop which shall speedily turn 
the picturesque fields of the Mohawk 
Valley and other hop-growing regions 
iuto grazing lands or vineyards. 


THE POSITION OF PETROLEUM. 


While the price of crude petroleum 
has receded a little during the past 
week from the extreme point which it 
had previously touched, the decline 
has not carried it within twelve cents 
of the dollar mark and the immediate 
recovery which has followed shows the 
elasticy of the market. The position of 
the commodity continues to be most 
favorable. Advices from the regions 
show more activity with the drill but 
results are only such 23 are to be ex- 
pected from the old fields and afford 
very slow additions to the yield. For 
the first time in the history of the busi- 
ness the progressive ‘ wild-catter,” 
hath not where to place his drill. So 
well defined has the entire region be- 
come that no pool, no belt, now lies 
before him inviting the investigating 
bore. The most promising field, which 
lies in Forest and Warren counties and 
includes the Sheffield district, has its 
limits clearly defined and is controlled 
by a few strong producers who are said 
to have formed a syndicate for the 
purpose of controlling production in 
the territory. Whether they restrict 
production as it is announced they 
propose doing, until oil has reached 
the bigher mark at which it now seems 
to aim, or not, it is safe to assume that 
they will not push the drill as reckless- 
ly as it has been pushed in Cherry 
Grove, Bradford or any of the older 
fields. The possibilities of the field are 
limited and they will be retained for 
the profits which higher prices will 
afford. There is a strong sentiment 
now that oil will touch $2, before 
Spring, and that sentiment is not un- 
reagonable in view of the present situ- 
ation. Still it must be borne in mind 
that even at the small average yield 
which the increased activity in the 
older fields can effect, there will be, in 
the aggregate, an addition to present 
supplies stimulated by high prices 
which may temporarily change the 
present relations of supply and de- 
mand. The more remote future must, 
however, depend upon rich new terri- 
tory for its supplies, for the existing 
fields promise no such increased pro- 
ductions as will be demanded by the 
steadily growing consumption, nor do 
they show signs of sufficient vitality 
for the current requirements of the 
trade. The American production of 
petroleum is not restricted to the 
Pennsylvania regions, but no other 
field is likely to afford so cheap or so 
bountifula supply, and with the de- 
cline of the Pennsylvania territory the 


era of very cheap oil seems to us likely 
to draw to its close.

SUBSTITUTES FOR HOPS. 


The very high prices for hops which 
have been reached in all the markets 
of the world seem likely to prove bad 
for the beer drinkers. There has, for 
a long time past, been a somewhat 
generally entertained belief that the 
lager beer, of American brewers at 
least, was innocent of the properties 
which it should derive from the hop, 
though we believe recent investigations 
have shown that some hops were ac- 
tually used by brewers. Those who 
have been led by this discovery to 
again put their faith in the foaming 
beer, are likely to be shocked by the 
announcements which our market re- 
ports of the past two weeks have con- 
tained, that the drug market has been 
scoured for substitutes for hops which 
should impart to beer the bitter if not 
the tonic properties of the Humulus 
Iupulus, The first strike seems to 
have been made upon chamomiles,

A very fine gold yellow has been recently ob- 
tained from the wood of different kinds of 
popular. The young branches are ground and 
boiled in a solution of alum, the proportions 
being 10]bs wood, 11]b powdered alum, and 14 
water. The solution is kept boiling from half an 
uour to one hour, and then filtered. By cooling 
it thickens, a greenish yellow precipitate is 
formed. The liquor is filtered again and again, 
and éxposed to the air for three or four days. 
Under the influence of light and air it is oxidized 
and becomes of a rich gold yellow. The color is 
now ready foruse. With prussian blue it gives a 
green, and with carmine a brown color; mixed 
with cochineal it gives an orange or a scarlet. 
With the first precipitate, paper, &c., can be 
dyed also. This color has been largely employed 
for staining paper. 


At the close of 1879 and the beginning of 1880, 
the efforts of speculators had raised the price of 
cochineal in France from 3.20 to 4.15 frances per 
pound, and in view of this advance dyers turned 
their attention to aniline colors which they 
found sufficiently good to permit them to aban- 
don in part the use of cochineal. The cochineal 
imported during this time remained in the hands 
of owners, and the prices were not long in fall- 
ing. They soon reached to 2 to’'2.25 francs per 
pound, which is at a loss. From Teneriffe,where 
the cultivation of this insect is a special industry, 
the experts of cochineal in 1880 amounted to 
712,610 kilos. In connection with the exports 
from the Canaries, the total exports of cochineal 
from these islands amounted to 2,018,435 kilos 
in 1880, whilst in 1881 the quantities had dimin- 
ished to 504,068 kilos. 





OBITUARY. 


FRANK PLUNKETT. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. Frank 
Plunkett, who died at Pittsburgh on November 
3d. He was born on the Southside in 1813 and 
was since his early youth. and until within a few 
years, been prominently identified with the glass 
business. His father, with Chris. Ihmsen,formed 
the firm of Ihmsen & Co., for the manufacture of 
flint glass. In 1859 he and his father associated 
themselves with John Wolf, the firm being styled 
Wolf, Plinkett & Co., now Wolf, Howard & Co., 
In 1860 they withdrew and with Michael Ward 
started the factory now known as the Independ- 
ent Glass Works. They were very successful in 
business prior to 1873, when they met with re- 
verses incident to the panic, which left him al- 
most penniless. He wasa liberal hearted man, 
and a good deal of his financial troubles might 
be traced to his generous and genial nature. 








GEORGE POOL, 


The death of George Pool, which was an- 
nounced on Wednesday last, removes ona of the 
oldest oil merchants of Brooklyn. Mr. Pool was 
born in New Jersey in 1815, and at an early age 
entered a printing office in this city, which he 
shortly left to engage in agricultural pursuits, 
following the life of a farmer for many years and 
with great success. In 1865, having become 
identified with the oil trade he founded the firm 
of George Pool & Son, at 70 and 72 Fulton St,, 
Brooklyn, andup to thetime of his death re- 
mained the senior partner and an active member 
of the firm. He was a director in the King’s 
County Insurance Company and was interested 
in various public and religious enterprises. Mr. 
Pool was a man of sterling qualities of mind and 
his reputation for probity and honesty in all his 
dealings was widely known, while his kindnesa 
of heart and pleasant manner secured to him 
many life-long friends, to whom his death will 
prove a great loss. He was attacked by quinsy, 
which resulted in his death after an illness of 
but five days duration. He leaves four sons 
and one daughter, his wife having died only two 
months ago. 


FREDERICK B, DOUBLEDAY. 


Frederick B. Doubleday, who lost his life in 
the Pearl St. fire,on Wednesday last, in an hero- 
ic effort to save valuable books and papers be” 
longing to the firm of Ilsley, Doubleday & Co., 
was anephew of Mr. Chester R. Doubleday, of 
that firm. He came from Springfield, Vt.. his 
native place, abouta year ago, to assume the 
position of assistaut bookkeeper in the establish- 
mcnt where he met his death, and though buta 
short time identified with the oil and paint trade 
of this city, he bad made a large circle of friends 
among those with whom the performance of his 
duties brought him in contact. He was a young 
mun of great promise and his bearing and con- 
duct in business or other walks of life are spoken 
of by his employers and those who knew him as 
being beyond reproach. His untimely ; and ter- 
rible death will keep his memory freshin the 
minds of his companions and friends as of one 
who considered his trust and duty to his employ- 
ers of greater importance than his own life, 





JOHN LEAVITT HALL. 

John Leavitt Hall, formerly a member of the 
firm of Hall, Bradley & Cc., before the change to 
the present style, died at his home in Brattleboro, 
Vt., on Sunday, November 12, in the forty- 
second year of his age. Mr. Hall entered the 
color business when a boy, being employed by 
Hall & Cornell, his brother George C. Hull being 
the senior member of that firm. He was taken 
into partnership a few years later, and when the 
firm of Hall, Bradley & Co. was formed, took 
charge of the white lead works of that concern, 
Since January, 1881,when the style was changed 
to the Bradley White Lead Company, Mr. Hall 
having accumulated a fortune, has been living at 
his native place, Brattleboro. About a year ago 
his health became impaired, and in the early 
summer he was recommended to take a trip to 
Colorado. He experienced no relief while there 
from the heart and lung troubles from which he 
suffered, and returned home, after which he 
sank rapidly, and for some time previous to his 
death was unable to leave hisroom. Mr. Hall 
was a man of jovial manners, good-hearted and 
generous, and to his many friends in this city his 
death was a great shock. 








LEGAL NOTES. 


Attachment Bank of Balance— Outstanding Certi- 





fied Check—A railway company drew a check for 


a larger sum than its bank account showed to its 
credit and the check was certified. The assistant 
treasurer of the company R, to whose order the 
check was drawn, five days later opened an 
account with the same bank and$deposited this 
check with other money belonging to the com- 
pany, and then made his own checks in payment 
of the just debts of the company; the bank had 
good grounds to believe that these transactions 
of R. were made on behalf of the company ; that 
he was not the ewner or holder in good faith of 
the certified check and money deposited by hin 
Between the time the check was certified and that 
of R.’s deposit, T, acreditorof the Railroad Co, 
sued it, and in the action obtained an attach- 
ment which was served on the bank to charge 
the balance of the- company there, but as it had 
certified the check, as stated, it refused to pay 
over the account, and the attaching creditor 
bronght an actron against it to recover that sum} 
Bills v. Park National Bank, and got a judgment 
on the appeal therefrom, the New York Court of 
Appeals affirmed it. Judge Earl in the opinion 
seid: the check was not paid absolutely by its 
certification and the bank cannot (defend its ac- 
tion in dealing with R. when it had good reason 
to believe that he held and’used the check for the 
company only. 


Inter-State Freights—Statute of State regulating 
Rates—Federal Control of Commerce—A, brought 
an action in Iowa 1o,recover from the Ilinois 
Central R. R. Co., the difference between the 
rates for freight allowed by the State law and 
that charged by the Company in excess thereof. 
The freight, grain,was carried from Ackley,lowa, 
to Chicago, Ill. The company insisted that the 
law was void onthe ground that it was an at- 
tempt to regulate commerce between the States 
and injconflict with the Federal Constitution, 
The important section of the statute is as fol- 
lows: “The tariff of rates established in the fol- 
lowing schedule shall be considered the basis on 
which to compute compensation for transporting 
freight, goods, merchandise or property over 
any kind of railroad in this State.” In this case, 
Carter v. Illinois Central R. R. Co., the Trial 
Court decided in favor of the Company and the 
plaintiff appealed. The Supreme Court, of Iowa, 
affirmed the judgment, holding that the statute 
was unconstitutional. Judge Rothsock in the 
opinion said: whatever subjects of commerce 
are nutional in this nature, or admit of one uni- 
form system or planof regulation, may justly be 
said to be of such a nature as to require exclusive 
legislation by Congress, that the act of this 
State assuming that its object and purpose was 
to control and regulate the shipmentsfof freights 
to ovher States, is of the character defined, ap- 
pears to be very clear from the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States which are 
conclusive on this question. See State Freight 
Tax Laws, 16 Wallace, 232; Henderson o. The 
Mayor of New York, 92 U. S. 272; Railroad Co. 
v. Maryland, 21 Wallace, 456; Hall v. De Cuit, 95 
U. S., 485; Railroad Co. v. Harner, 95 U. 8., 465. 


The Supreme Court of Illinois, in the case of the 
People v. Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific R. R. Co., 
had the same question as that decided by the 
Supreme Court of Iowa, in Carter v. Illinois 
Central R.R. Co. under consideration at the 
same time but it arrived at the opposite con- 
clusion. In the former case, the action was 
brought in the name of The People to recovera 
penalty against the company for a violation of 
the statute in charging aless rate of freight on 
goods from Peoria, Ill., to New York, than on 
the same class of freight from Gilman, IIl., to 
New York, and the declaration showed that 
Peoria wasa greater distance from New York. 
The Trial Court dicided in favor of the company 
and The People appealed. The Supreme Court, 
of lllinois, reversed the judgment. 
in the opinion said: there is no doubt in regard 
to the right and the power of Congress to regu- 
late commerce among the States, but a law ef a 
State which may incidentally affect commerce 
among the States has never, so far as we are in- 
formed, been regarded as falling within 
the prohibition of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. It is no doubt true that the 
statute to prevent unjust discrimination in the 
rates of charges of railroad companies under 
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which this action wa———ught may. affect com- 
merce, but in our judgment it cannot be said to 
bes law regulating commerce among the States 
within the meaning of the Federal Constitution, 
The Jaw dves not purport to exercise control 
over any railroad corporation except those that 
own or operate a railroad in the State—such 
companies as have domestic relations with the 
people of the State—and as we understand the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the United 
states, similar laws enacted by State authority 
nave been upheld and sustained, although such 
laws may affect commerce. 
Fire Insurance—Stock of Wholesale Grocer—Haz- 
ardous Goods—Written and Printed Portions of 
Policy.—In a fire policy on a wholesale grocer’s 
stock, the written part stated that $5,000 was to 
be paid for any loss on the stock in trade of a 
wholesale grocer, comprising all articles kept for 
sale in such stock within his storeroom. Per- 
mission is hereby granted to the assured to keep 
fifty pounds of guppowder on the premises with. 
out prejudice to this policy.” In the printed 
part it was provided that “if the assured shall 
keep or use gunpowder, fireworks, nitre-glycer- 
jne, phosphorous, saltpetre, nitrate of soda, 
petroleum, naphtha, gasoline, benzine, benzole, 
or benziue varnish, or keep or use camphene, 
spirit gas, or any burning fluid or chemical oils, 
witheut written permission in this policy, 
it shall be void.” It was also provided 
that “This company shall not be liable for 
any loss caused by the explosion of gun- 
powder or any explosive substance.” In an ac- 
tion on this policy, Stout vs. Commercial Union 
Insurance Company, it was shown that there 
was in the stock at the time of the fire 218 
pounds of saltpetre, and the company claimed 
that the policy was avoided thereby. The grocer 
proved that from 100 to 300 pounds of saltpetre 
was a reasonable quantity for a wholesale 
grocer to keep in his regular stock, and insisted 
that he had the right to keep this saltpetre under 
the written part of his policy. The United States 
Circuit Court for Indiana, in which this case was 
brought, decided in favor of the grocer. Judge 
Graham, in the opinion, said: The company 
knew when it took the risk that it was insuring 
the stock of a wholesale grocer and it described 
the goods to be insured in language broad 
enough to include all articles kept for sale in 
such a stock; and it is admitted that saltpetre is 
usually sold by wholesale grocers and that the 
plaintiff had it in stock when he was insured by 
this policy. The keeping of saltpetre under these 
circumstances should not be allowed to avoid 
the policy. The assured is entitled to a liberal 
construction of the contract, the written part of 
which embraces all goods belonging to a whole- 
sale grocer's stock. Saltpetre is a part of such 
stock and, therefore, it may be said that written 
permission was given in the policy to keep salt- 
petre. The fact that express permission was 
given to keepa certain quantity of gunpowder 
does not have the effect to limit the just mean- 
yng of the written part of the policy insuringa 
wholesale grocer’s stock. 


Real Estate Broker—When his Commission is 
Earned.—A real estate broker is entitled to his 
commission when he brings to his principala 
purchaser who is able and willing to make a 
sufficient contract to purchase at the price 
named; and the commission is due though the 
purchaser asks for a reasonable time to have the 
titleexamined. If the title proves to be defect- 
iveand the sale in consequence falls through, 
the principal must pay the percentage, for the 
broker is not to be charged with his fault; his full 
duty is done and his pay earned when he finds 
and produces a bidder for the property at the 
price fixed. Watson vs. Brooks, United States 
Circuit Court, for Oregon. 


Partnership -Member Borrowing Money for Cap- 
ilal on his Mortgage of Firm Property—A, one of a 
firm, borrowed money from B, and placed the 
amount of the loan to his credit upon the books 
of the concern as his contribution to the capi- 
tal. He gave B a mortgage on his undivided in- 
terestin the real estate of the firm, to secure 
the payment of the loan. Subsequently the 
firm borrowed money on its real estate, and a 
contest arose between this creditor andBas to 
the lien of the latter on the land. In this case, 
Norwalk National Bank vs. Sawyer the Supreme 
Court of Ohio decided against B. Judge Okey, 
in the opinion said: 1. The loan made to A and 
by him placed in the capital of his firm and used 
bythem is not a debt of the partnership, 2, 
The mortgage given to B is not available until 
the partnership debts have been paid and the 
accounts between the partners themselves set- 
tled; and the fact that the firm debt was created 
after the mortgage was made does not postpone 
the claim of the creditor of the firm to that of 
the creditor of the individual partner.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Wellsville Exchange telegraphs as follows 
to the Bradford Star, under date of November 
9: “The Wellsville Excnange sent out their spies 
to shadow the Nile. It has one thousand feet of 
oilin the hole. The oil is black and we know 
that she has been ‘‘squibbed.” She is very small 
and is surrounded by dry holes and never will 
make a five barrel well.” 











A prominent Cleveland oil men, whose inter- 
ests do not lie in the same direction as those of 
the Standard Oil Company, says that the cause 
of the present oil flurry isfound in the fact that 
the Standard Company, when oil was away 
down, bought in enough at bottom prices 
to run them for an entire year. ‘They 
have now run prices up to a point where 
outside refiners cannotdo business except ata 
great loss. While they can stilll supply re- 
fined oil at the market price, Or even ata les, 
price than it is now, and still make money. 
* Let the Standard Company run short ia crude 
oil,’, said he “and you would see the present 
prices go down like lead.” 

Promising discoveries of petroleum are re- 
ported in Vernon county, Missouri, where 
shallow wells have been sunk by persons pros. 
pecting for asphaltum, The supposed asphalrums 
which in places covered the ground toa depth 
of four or five inches, has been pronounced by 
oil experts to be heavy petroleum. It is de:- 
crived as a blackish green color, and of the con- 
sistency of molasses. The region in which pe- 
troleum is supposed to exist in quantity is a 
plateau about 5,000 feet above the level of the 
sea, lying near the centre of the Ozark mount- 
ains, and between two arms of Clear creek. The 
soil is of a silicious nature, yet so finely decom 
posed that it is admirable for farming pur- 
poses. Beneath the soil there isa thin stratum 
of clay, which rests on a layer of argillaceous 
rock. Underneath this rock isa stratum of

neath this is the oil deposit. The wells that were 
sunk in the search for asphaltum are from twen 
ty-five to forty feet in depth. Arrangemehts are 
making for the sinking of deep wells. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Pearl Street. Fire. 


At about quarter of ten o’clock on Wednes- 
day last an explosion occurred in the cellar of 
the store, No. 213 Pearl St., setting fire to the 
place. The.cel’ar and ground floor were occu- 
pied by Messrs. Ilsley, Doubleday & Co., who had 
a large stock of paints, varnishes and brushes in 
their store andthe second floor was used by 
Messrs. Holbrook Bros., for storing glass. The 
cause of the accident is not definitely known, but 
from the testimony of an employee, of LIisiey, 
Doubleday & Cce., who was at work in the cellar, 
it is supposed that a spark from an electric light 
wire, which was being tested with a small batte- 
ry, ignited some inflammable vapor confined in 
the place, and that fire was thus communicated 
to other combustible materials stored there. Mr. 
William C. Isley, senior member of the firm,who 
was in the office in the centre of the store, at 
first thought that a heavy box of glass had fallen 
overhead, and was about to send a boy to re- 
quest the workmen up stairs to be more careful. 
when he noticed that the clerks were hurriedly 
leaving gnd saw asheet of flame shoot up and 
coverthe front of the store. Stopping long 
enough to see that the safes were securely closed 
he started for the rear exit, calling to Mr. Fred- 
erick B. Doubleday, the assistant bookkeeper, 
who was getting up the books and papers upon 
which he had been busy, to followhim. Near 
the rearofthe store they were met by a dense 
volume of hot smoke and became separated,Mr 
llsley, with difficulty, groping his way tothe 
door. This he threw open and lying down to es- 
cape the smoke, again called to Mr. Doubleday 
to hasten, receiving the answer “I am coming.” 
Finding that Mr. Doubleday was going away 
from the door, Mr. Iisley went back and taking 
him by the hand endeavored to drag him out 
but his strength failed and he was obliged re. 
luctantly to abandon him. The firemen made 
several unsuccessful attempts toreach him but 
there is no doubt that the unfortunate young man 
was dead before their effortsceased. Although 
suffering from his terrible experience of the pre- 
vious day, Mr.! Isley came down town on Thursday 
and immediately took steps to secure temporary 
offices near their old store. The firm have located 
at 244 Pear] St., opposite the scene of the late fire 
and as far as possible business will be conducted 
in a regular manner. Their loss by the 
fre amounted to $30,000, on which ther 
was an insurance of $1,000. The damage 
to the stock of Messrs. Holbrook Bros. is 
estimated at $15,060 to $18,000 which is 
fully covered by insurance. This is the third 
fire that has occurred in this building during the 
past five months. The first happened on the 
night of July 14th and caused asmaliloss. The 
damage had just been repaired and the store got 
into working order, when on the morning of July 
22d, just a week later, a second fire broke out, 
supposed to have been caused by smouldering 
remains ofthe previous fire. The loss on this 


occasion amounted to about $25,000.

Oxide of Iron as a Paint. 


Oxide implies by its name a compound of oxy- 
gen with ametal base. Oxygen is an elementary 
substance constituting the vital part of the air 
we breathe. Oxide of iron is therefore a simple 
compound of oxygen and iron—rusty iron—nel- 
ther more nor less. Theiron ore paint, known 
in the trade as mineral paint in this country, isa 
natural deposit found in mines and ofton mear 
the surface. It is frequently intermixed. 
with clay, sand, silex and other substances 
some of which detract from their value as pig- 
ments. The simple oxide of iron is one of the 
strongest colors we have. An English writer as- 
serts that itis the “‘best coloring substance for 
oil paint to be found both for interior and ex- 
terior work.” But there is a fatul objection to 
its general use and that is the tone of the color. 
These natural pigments vary from a medium 
light red through the various tones of purple 
brown down to a dark chocolate. It is for iron 
work that oxide of iron is recommended as being 
the most suitable for its preservation, A metal 
is best preserved by being coated with its own 
oxide, and besides the oxide itself is a neutral 
substance having no corrosive effect on the 
metal to which itis applied. It is largely used 
by iron manufacturers and in the painting of 
bridges, and other iron work now so common 
in the construction of fronts and buildings. But 
anecessary condition to its effectivenessas a 
preservative coating is that the surface shall 
not have commenced oxidizing or rusting before 
painting. Hence it is recommended by practical 
men and largely practiced by foundries, to apply 
a coat of linseed oil, or what is better, a thin 
coat of mineral paint before the castiug is en- 
tirely cold, at least before exposure has created 
scales of rusted iron. These, once formed, must 
be carefully removed before painting. To pre- 
vent or stop oxidation of iron once set in, by 
coating it with red or white lead, is, writes an 
English expert, as foolish a proceeding as white- 
washing iron with limeto preserve it. Both red 
lead and white lead rather hasten than arrest or 
impede the oxidation. The experience of painters 
and engineers has confirmed the opinions of 
chemists that oxides, as they are technically

Sulphuric Acid From Pyrites. 


A good deal has been eaid of late about the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid from pyrites, and 
the statement has been made before the Tariff 
Commission that there are no suitable pyrites 
minea in the United States. In refutation of this 
statement it is not necessary to point to what is 
weing done in successful pyrites mining in Vir- 
ginia. There is an excellent pyrites mine in full 
operation in the town of Rowe, Mass., and its ore 
is being sold on the marke* here in Boston. One 
of the largest chemical works in this vicinity has 
been using pyrites in the manufacture of sul- 
pharic acid for a year or two. The pyrites ore 
produced at the ‘Davis Mine” in Rowe is shipped 
over the Fitchburg Ratilroad from Charlemont. 
A recent analysis of this ore gives the following 
result:

Irish Moss in Woolen Mills. 


The whole crop of Irish moss has been largely 
bought up by two or three concerns this year, 
anda firm of wholesale druggists in Boston is 
said to have about 6000 barrels, or 600,000 
pounds. The entire cropgathered in the vicinity 
of Scituate, Mass., and elsewhere, is not over 
11,000 barrels. The moss is selling to-day at 6 
to 8 cents a pound. The fact that the firm who 
hold the largest proportion of this year’s supply 
of moss, are also large dealers in all kinds of 
supplies for woolen and votton mills, is a re- 
minder that Irish mors is being used to some 
extent by wool manufacturers. 

The cost of oil for lubricating wool is a consid 
erable item in a woolen mill, and it is claimed 
that this expense can be reduced by the use of 
Irish moss in the following manner: Ina wooden 
vat about eighteen buckets of water are put, 
and steam introduced into it to boil. About 
three pounds of soda ash is then introduced, 
After whieh from four to five pounds of Irish 
moss is put into a bag, and the latter, well tied 
placed into the soda bath. The steam tap is then 
opened, and the water boiled for about four 
hours, while it is stirred about once every hour. 
The bath takes up this way a certain quantity of 
the gelatine which is made from the moss, and 
varies in strength according to its quality. Wken 
the mixture has cooled a little, three parts of 
this are mixed with one part of oll. A little 
practice will show how much moss should be 
taken, for too much is not good, and when 
enough gelatine has been extravted from the 
bag the remainder may be ased for the next 
mixing. 

For twenty pounds of white wool 4 quarts of 
the mixture and 1 pint water are to be taken 
for dyed wool 444 quarts should be taken and 1 
to 2 pints water. Where a wool is to be used for 
proportionately fine counts a little more of] may 
be used in mixing; for instance, 444 quarts in. 
stead of 4 quarts for white wool, or a little more 
water may also be added, As in this mixture 
a good deal of water is contained, which soon 
eveporates, it is not advisable to make lage 
mixings, or, Where more bas been mixed than is 
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mmediately wanted, to store this in a cool, 


damp, fireproof place. 
Where goods are dyed light colors in the piece, 


the use of Irish moss is not recommended, as the 
cloth may then easily get mottled. For woolen 
manufacturers’ use Irish moss would be more 
valuable if washed less than it is at present. In 
fact, the moss gatherers of Scituate impair the 


value of their merchandise for brewers’ use also 


by washing away much of the gluten.— Boston

Petroleum as a Vehicle for Paint. 


Prof. 8. A. Knapp in the N. Y. Zribune speak- 
ing of the durability uf a coarse paint which has 


sometimes been used on out: buildings and fences, 


composed three parts crude petroleum, and one 
part linseed oil with mineral paint says: Sev- 
eral buildings and considerable fence on the Iowa 
Agricultural College Farm have been painted 
with this preparation. Upon some of them after 


a years exposure it appears to be fully equal to 
more expensive paints, in body, in durability,and 
in retentionof color. It is well adapted to cheap 


out-buildings covered with rough boards. If 


twenty-five pounds of white lead be added to 
each one hundred pounds of mineral paint, it 
will make a paint for tenement houses, and 
rough buildings in cities. Many painters have 
exawined the buildings covered with this paint, 
and affirm that it makes 4 better covering than 
unmixed lead and oil.—[Ep.] This statement 
should be taken with some grains of allowance. 
Mineral paint has long been highly appreciated 
as a durable pigment, and where color and finish 
is not regarded it mukes an excellent paint, both 
as to body and durability. Crude petroleum will 
answer the purpose of a dilutant, but it cannot 
supply the place of se much linseed oil as a vehi- 
cle for paint of any kind where durability is re- 
garded. It has no binding pruperties, and none 
of the essential qualities of linseed oil except as 
athinner. Like benzine, though not so volatile, 
it will evaporate, leaving no mucilageuous or 
gummy deposit. Being entirely neutral. it will 
not like linseed oil oxidize by exposure: nor will 
it in the least assimilate with lead or any other 
pigment. This property of petroleum is shown 
by the exposure of vaseline, which is its oil pro- 
duct, and it will be found that though the pro- 
cess is slower, the oil will wholly evaporate leav- 
ing no trace except from dust, or a stain from 
the foreign matter which it may contain. There 
will not at all events remain a trace of oil for the 
simple reason that there is no fatty oil to be 
found in petroleum. 

How then can petroleum have any value as a 
vehivle for paint any more than benzine or kero- 
sene? On the other hand.it would,of course,for the 
same reason, have no material effect upon color 
except by reducing the body ofthe pigment. But 
a years exposure is no test of the durability of 
puch a paint as compared with one mixed with 
clear and pure linseed oil. A mixture of white 
lead with the mineral or iron ore pigment, will 
improve both the durability and finish of the or- 
dinary mineral paint; but when it is said that 
such a mixture of petroleum oil, lead and miner- 
al will answer an excellent or economical pur- 
pose for city buildings and houses, a very doubt- 
ful statement is made. Such a mixture would be 
of questionable utility, both as it respects color, 
finish and durability. Mineral paint clear, mixed 
with good linseed oil has long been considered a 
reliable paint for the protection of iron struc- 
tures, fenc2s and out-buildings; but the substitu- 
tion of crude petroleum to any extent for linseed 
oil certainly cannot improve its quality in any 
respect, andin an economical point of view all 
that would be gained in expense would be more 


than lost in durability.

The Glass Industry in Germany and 
Austria, 

The various reports now being published 
as to the progress made, during 1881, by 
the above branches of the European glass 
industry, are very complete in the details 
furnished. The comparative length of 
time which has been occupied in their 
preparation has enabled their compilers to 
include in them tacts which give them 
value as statistical documents, and the 
gain thus obtained compensates for the 
somewhat late period ot the new year at 
which reference has to be made to the 
industrial history of its predecessor. 

The Berlin and North German glass 
industry has during several years displayed 
a progressive increase of importance. Prices 
of soda have been reduced by the action 
of the new customs tariff. This singular 


-circumstance is explained by the fact that 


the new tariff has encouraged the establish- 
ment, on an important scale, of factories 
of ammoniac soda. These factories have 
succeeded in reducing the prices by 25 to 
80 per cent, and have, it is stated, virtually 
done away with the importation of the 
article from England and France, The 
fact that other factories are in course of 
erection points to increased activity in this 
direction. The value of the glauber-salt, 
which is used in the manufacture of green 

and window glass, having been 
maintained, its consumption has not been 

























of so much relative importance. The en- 
hanced value of potash has been found a 
disadvantage by manufacturers of crystal 
glass. 

The manufacture of pressed glass has 
been stimulated in a remarkable degree by 
the action of the new protective tariff, and 
then importations from America have con- 
sequently materially diminished in im- 
portance, the improved mechanical appli- 
ances of the various German factories hav- 
ing contributed in no small degree to this 
result, The production of lamps and of 
other articles of a more or less artistic 
character has not made such progress, 
probably on account of the scarcity ip 
Germany of trained workmen for those 
branches. 

The reforms which the law of 1879 in- 
troduced as to the employment of juvenile 
labor, did much to obviate the difficulties 
which had been caused by the operation of 
the legal enactment of 1869 on that subject. 
These restrictions had been of a nature 
unknown to the glass industry in France 
and Austria, and thus ths manufacturers 
of those countries had acquired a great 
hold upon the German market in better 
class goods, the importation of which was 
still further encouraged by the low rates of 
duty which they paid previous to the 
recent fiscal readjustment. Thus the 
German industry had to a great extent 
been confined to the production cf low 
glassware, bottles, &c., in which branches 
large quantities of goods were required, 
and where the need of artistic training was 
of a limited character. But the production 
on advantageous terms of such ware is only 
possible in the case of such factories as are 
favorably situated for receiving their sup- 
plies of fuel and for sending their produc- 
tions to different markets at favorable rates 
of carriage. The absence of these circum- 
stances led in many cases, it would seem, 
to glass manufacturers settling in other 
countries where production was less 
hampered by legislative enactments, and 
this combination of circumstances led to a 
gradual retrogression on the part of the 
glass industry, which has apparently not 
yet fully recovered from the effects of the 
injurious influences to which it was sub- 
ject during the period named. 


It must not, however, be considered that 
glass manufacturers in Germany have 
gained to the vomplete extent of the ad- 
vantages to which reference has been 
made, While the value of manufactured 
articles has not increased producers have 
had to pay wages showing an average in- 
crease of 121¢ per cent. on those previously 
ruling. To make both ends meet they 
have had to give attention to the diminu- 
tion of their general expenses, and to in- 
creasing their manufacture as far as possi- 
ble. This circumstance led to the markets 
being at one time overstocked. The want 
of caution in giving credit, which was 
caused by the desire of holders to effect 
sales, led in some instances to losses of a 
more or less serious character, and to a 
disturbance of the normal current of trade. 

The activity of the house building in- 
dustry at Berlin during 1881 led to a cor- 
responding development of the inquiry for 
window glass. A progressiveimprovement 
algo tock place in the demand for mirror 
glass. The important revival of the public 
taste for decorations in the old German 
style was of particular assistance to the 
German stained glass industry, and the 
South German manufacturers in this partic- 
ular branch are said to have set them- 
selves vigorously to work to rival the 
English work of this class, which was im- 
ported to a considerable extent in the 
earlier days of the new artistic movement. 
It is remarked that the smaller descriptions 
of glass work (such as pearls, etc., for use 
in embroidery and trimmings) are stil 
practically monopolized by the Austrian

trade is referred to in an official report 
from Berlin. It appears that there is no 
duty levied on the bottles which contain 
mineral waters. Formerly the name of the 
spring used to be impressed upon the glass 
but since the imposition of the duty upon 
empty bottles, it has become quite usual 
for plain bottles to be used in the impor- 
tation of mineral waters. It is suggested 
that this course is adopted witha view of their 
being utilized tor other purposes after being 
emptied of their contents; and that in this 
manner a portion of the bottle importa- 
tions escapes paying duty. Representations 
have been made to the authorities with a 
view of this exemption being only allowed 
in cases where the mark of the spring is 
impressed or otherwise fixed upon the 


. bottles, 


It is also recorded that a feeling is, prev- 
alent amongst the glass industry that the 
establishment of a scientific institute and 
the inauguration of a system of technical 
instruction would be welcomed by all con- 
One of our foreign contempo- 
raries remarks that there has not been a 
sufficiently energetic expression of opinion 
as yet on this important point, which will 
doubtless now command more attention 
among the industrial circles in Germany

Rules for the Inspection of Castor 


Beans at St. Louis. 


The following rules have been adopted 
by the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange, for 
the government of the Castur Bean inspec- 
tor : 

In inspecting castor beans in bags or 
sacks the Inspector shall thoroughly sam- 
ple each sack or bag, and take from each 
sack or bag an average sample of not less 
than two gills. In inspecting from cars in 
bulk, samples shall be drawn from difter- 
ent parts of the car until a fair average 
sample of the whole car, of not less than 
one-half bushel of castor beans shall be 
obtained; and when from elevators or 
warehouses, he shall take an average sam- 
ple from each and every draft weighed, 
such sample to be not less than one quart 
from each one thousand pounds or frac- 
tional part thereof. From the sample so 
obtained, thoroughly mixed, he shall make 
the inspection; and when inspecting castor 
beans he shall test one pound of such mix- 
ture, and, after obtaining the percentage 
of dirt and impurities, again mix the dirt 
and pure beans together. He shall pre- 
serve for sixty days all samples of beans 
inspected, designating on each sample the 
car number or boat such beans were re- 
ceived from or delivered to. The remain- 
der of the sample, drawn after the one 
pound is taken from it shall be returned to 
and weighed with the original lot.

The anticipated boom in ‘glues has not yet 
made its appearance.

Gai nish Cums. 

There are no specially new features to report 
in the market for varnish gums. The inquiry is 
lighter, and during the past week business has 
been rather slow in all lines. The market is very 
firm, and no disposition is manifested to urge 
goods. Ordinary kauri is now held at £45 in 
Auckland, an advance of £3 since last advices. 
The New Zealand Herald says: “The increase in 
prices is mainly due to short supplies, which for 
the month (October) have been 320 tons, against 
364 tons the sane month in 188l. The supplies 
for this year up to Cate amount to 3,800 tons, 
against 5,000 for the same period last year. In 
regard to prices, there is little hope of there 
being any material decrease, as gum is becoming 
more scarce and difficult to procure, and diggers 
must have a correspodiag remuneration.’”’ For 
shellac report see drug market page.

Lard oil has remained about steady during the 
past week, prices for crude material having fluc- 
tuated but little. The demand is very light and 
entirely to fill requirements of local consumers 
and dealers. Pressers quote, nominally, $1 02@ 
1 04 for prime city, present make. but a large 
order could no doubt be filled a shade below the 
inside price. Winter is offered at $1 06@1 08c as 
to quantity. 

There is a very guod demand for the low grade 
lard oils but as crude stock is difficult to obtain 
there is not much oil obtainable. Prices are 
very firm at 85@87i<¢c for extra No.1, 75@77}4c 
for No 1 and 65@67\<c for No 2. 

Neatsfoot oil continues scarce and firm. There 
is considerable inquiry but the prices demanded 
are above buyers’ viewsand we hearof few 
sales. Prime is held at 85c@$1 as to brand, No 
1 at 75c and No 2 at 70c. 

Saponified red oil is still tending downward. 
The demand does not improve and stocks are in- 
creasing. Small jobbing sales are making at 55c, 
but car-load lots are obtainable at 52ic. 

Elaine red oil is without new feature. The 
market is very firm at 55c. but there is not much 
doing. 

Manufactured whale oils are firm and un- 
changed. There is a very good trade in progress 
but it does not exceed jobbing proportions. 
Dealers demand 64c for natural winter, 66c for 
bleached and 69@70c for double bleached 
northern. 

Manufactured sperm oil occupies the same po- 
sition as when we last wrote. Holders are still 
very firm in their views, but as yet no advance 
has occurred. 

Crude menhaden oil has not been offered as 
freely the past week, but there is no particalar 
change to note in the position. There is a good 
deal of inquiry but buyers and sellers seem to be 
apart in their views. Sales are reported of 200 
bbls, supposed to be for Eastern account, at 
41}¢c at the factory and 100 bbls at 42c.the latter 
price being the quotation at the close. 

Manufactured menhaden oils are unchanged 
but are held very firmly, stock being reported as 
light. There is a fair inquiry but only small 
sales are made. We quote 47@48c for light 
pressed, 4534@46c for dark, 44@45c for bank, 
46@463%c for straits, 50c for seasonable bleached, 
5lc for winter and 56c for double bleached.

4. The oil will be tested for the presence of a 
free acid. Litmus paperimmersed in it for five 
hours must remain unchanged.

6. The packages of oil will be weighed, and 
their actual weights, fafter emptying. eing de- 
ducted from the total weight, the oil will be paid 
for at the rate of six and eight-tenths (6.8) pounds 
of net weight to the gallon. 


INSPECTION OF LARD OIL. 


- 1. After the ofl is delivered at the Lighthouse 
By pbiehwent Depot, as indicated for the seve- 
ral lots, the several casks or packages will be 
numbered and placed, preyious to inspection, in 
a building or vault prepared for their storage. 

2. Samples will be taken at random from each 
lot after having been shaken, and a number of

3. After being properly trimmed and allowed 
to born for an hour, each Jamp in succession will 
be photometrically tested,the standard employed 
being a London sperm candle, burning abont two 
grains of its substance per minute. 

4, After having burned for five or six hours 
longer, the lamps will be again subjected to the 
photometrical test in orderto ascertain whether 
any change has taken place in the intensity of the 
ligat during the interval. 

.. The samples of oil will be next subjected to 
a cold test in an air-bath, which will be kept at a 
temperature of from 45 to 50 degrees Fahrenheit 
or four or five hours.

6. If the flame of the fifth-order lamp is found 
ope to that of ten of the sperm candles spoken 
of above, and the light continues to burn for six 
hours without trimming and with no material 
loss in brilliancy, and the oil which supplies the 
lamps stands the freezing test, that portion of 
which it is a sample will be considered of a 
quality fit for acceptance, other characteristics 
herein noted being satisfactory. 

7. To test the oil contained in the several bar- 
rels of each Jot, a sufficient number of cylindrical 
lamps, each about five inches in diameter, seven- 
eights ot an inch in height,and baving a short flat 
wick, will be tilled with samples, including those 
already‘ tested by the photometrical process, the 
lamps being properly numbered so as to corres- 
pond with the numbers on the packages. 

8. These lamps will then be placed in a large 
room, subject to the same conditions of tem- 
perature and air, and suffered to burn until they 

© out. If they all continue to burn with bril- 
liancy for twelye hours, as compared with the 
samples already tested, the oil may be accepted. 

. If, however, any of them decline in il- 
uminating power, the oil of which they contain 
a sample will be subjected to the photometrical 
process, and if it does not stand the test will be 
rejected, 

0. Should any of the samples be found, upon 
inspection, to contain any impurities or adultera- 
tions, the oil they represent will be rejected. 

11. The oil will also be tested for the presence of 
a free acid, to which end strips of litmus paper will 
be immersed in it and left to remain for an hour. 
she color ot the paper must remain unchanged. 

12. The packages of the ofl will be weighed at 
the depots above mentioned, and the actual 
weights of the packages after emptying in the 
Government tanks being deducted from the total 
weight, the oil will be paid for at the rate of 
seveu and six-tenths (7.6) pounds of net weight 
to the gallon, 

13. No part of the oil proposed for, and to be 
embraced inthe contracts under these specitica- 
tions, will be accepted or {paid for it until shall 
have been delivered at the point and in the man- 
ner indicated, subjected to the prescribed tests, 
and accepted by au agent of the Board appointed 
for that purpose.

Varnish and Varnish Gums. 
(Continued from page 1016) 


COLORLESS COPAL LACQUER 


For certain purposes, especially when the 
lacquer is to be applied to a colored ground, it is 
not objectionable to have the varnish of a yellow 
color, but on a colorless or white ground, as 
paper, light woods, this is not desirable. This 
is hardly to be avoided using melted copal and 
manganese dryer. 

We make a quite clear light colored fat copal 
lacquer as follows: Finely powdered copal (East 
Indiay) is dried ina current of hot air at a tem- 
pera of at least 120 dég. C. for several hours; 
the powder is then mixed by shaking withan 
equal weight of dry, cold glass powder or quartz 
sand in large glass bottles. On the still warm 
mixture chloroform or naphtha is poured until 
the powder is coveréd and after corking tightly 
allowed to stand over night. In contact with 
the chloroform the cOpal swells up, and is now 
able to dissolve easily in other liquids. 

After the eopal has swoolen up, the contents 
of the botulés are put into the apparatus in Fig. 5 
and turpentine oil added in proper quantity. At 
first heat.gently and'allow the condensed yapor 
of ehtoroform to flow back into the boiler. After 
half to one hour's heating to 60 deg. to 70 deg. 
C, one may besure that the solution of the co- 
pal has gone pretty far, and now the cooling ap- 
paratas is so arranged that the condensed 
vaporsrun out. If the temperature is kept 
down to little above the boiling points of chloro- 
form and naphtha these liquids are obtained 
quite pure again and witheut loss, as the turpen- 
tine is not very volatile at this temperature, 

As soon as the solvents have distilled off, the 
oooligg arr ment is again arranged so that 
tke conde: vapors flow back into the boiler, 
and this heated till the turpentine oil boils rap- 
idly for one-half to three-quarters of aa hour 










During this time a complete solution of the 
copal take: place. 


Daring the boiliog of the copal solution very 
clear manganese borate varnish is heated in an 
open vesse! on a water bath to 100 deg.0. As soon 
as the boiling of the turpentine oil is stopped, 
the fire is damped till the copal solution has a 
temperature of 60 deg. to 70 deg. C. It isthen 
dipped out gradually with a ladle and poured 
into the kettle with the varnish and stirred vig- 
orously after each addition. When the last por- 
tion of copa! solution is added to the varnish, 
the warming is stopped but the stirring is con- 
tinued without interruption for 20 minutes, and 
the resulting varnish allowed to clear by stand- 
ing in large glass bottles. 


Properties of Fat Copal—Lacquer.—Coatings of 
this lacquer are very glossy, transparent and te- 
nacious. It is especially adapted for lacquering 
fine furniture which has been painted with an 
oil color aud rabbed smooth. It looks like gloss 
on the white ground. 


A frequent complaint of photogrsphers is that 
their lacquers are not hard enough and that they 
crack after keeping some time so that it is im- 
possible to take goud copies after the plates be- 
come old. We have made especial experiments 
in this direction, and find that the copal lacquer 
made by the last process gives the finest results. 


Glass photographs varnished by pouring this 
lacquer over them remain good after taking 
hundreds of copies, without any change notice- 
able with a magnifying glass. 


In order that the covering of lacquer shall 
have this endurance it is absolutely requisite that 
the photographic plates should be perfectly dry; 
if this is not the case the lacquer acts like others 
afteratime. The single ‘objection which can be 
made to this lacquer as compared with the others 
prepared by’ volatile solvents is that it requires 
a longtime before it is completely dry. The 
time required is about 24 hours while the vola- 
tile varnishes require only a few minutes. This 
is an undeniable evil which cannot be avoided 
but which vanishes in consideration of the ad- 
vantages of this varnish. 


THE* FAT AMBER VARNISHES 


Are made in general in {exactly the same way 
as copal varnishes; either distilled amber is 
treated directly with linseed oil, here also darker 
colored varnishes are obtained, or by obtaining a 
solution of resin and mixing that witha good 
dryer. The properties of the fat amber var- 
nishes coincide quite well with those of the co- 
pal, but the former are somewhat harder but 
less elastic. In cases where a durable, glossy 
surface is required without elasticity being es- 
sential, amber varnishes are as good as any. 


Fat varnishes may be colored similarly to the 
volatile varnishes, but this is not customary, for 
the great transparency is wanted, and therefore 
the object is first coated with the proper color 
and then varnished. 


VOLATILE VARNISHES (Andres). 


Volatile Liquids used in the Manufacture of Var. 
nish —While in earlier times oil of turpentine 
and alcohol were the only liquids besides the 
drying oil that found use in the manufacture of 
varnish; the number of these volatile liquids 
which are used as solvents for different rosins 
has increased very largely in later days, and it is 
continually to be expected that with the pro- 
gress of scienve many others of considerable im- 
portance will be added, in so much as every 
volatile body capable of evaporating rapidly, and 
which will dissolve one or more eosins, may find 
an application in the manufacture of varnish. 
According to the higher or lower boiling point of 
these liquids, the varnishes prepared from them 
dry with greater or loss rapidity, and in this 
direction we have arrived at that point where 
we can produce varnishes that will be dry and 
hard in a few minutes after applying them to a 
surface, and must usually be mixed with a less 
volatile liquid in order that they may not dry so 
quickly. 

These volatile liquids are not only used for 
preparing certain lacquers and varnishes, but 
find also manifold application, in order to dilute 
the thick fat varnishes. A few of these substan- 
ces are natural products; the majority, however, 
bel ng to that class of bodies which owe their 
existence to chemical means of production. We 
will describe these liquids in the order of their 
importance for our subject. 


Oil of Turpentine.—The ‘ethereal oils,’ to 
which oil of turpentine belongs, and in which we 
may also include petroleum and the so-called 
coal tar olls, consist of carbon and hydrogen 
alone. 

If exposed to air it evaporates partly, and 
partly takes up oxygen from the air and becomes 
viscid and finally solid; it becomes a resin. 
Liquid oil of turpentine is the pure hydrocarbon, 
the solid resin colophony is the completely so. 
lidified oi] of turpentine and the soft turpentine 
occupies a medium position between them. 


In the pure’ condition turpentine is 
a clear, limpid liquid, with a not unpleasant but 
stupifying odor. It refracts light markedly, has 
a density of 0.850 to 0.890 and a boiling point 
from 160 dog. to 180 deg. C. In spiteof its high 
boiling point it is quite volatile at the ordinary 
temperature and must therfore be kept in close- 
ly sealed flasks; in entering a reom where the 
oll is stored it is best to avoid carrying a light, 
as it may ignite the vapors of the oil with which 
the air has become saturated aud cause an ex- 


plosion, 
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If oil of turpentine is enclosed in a large ves- 
sel with considerable air it becomes viscid and 
takes up oxygen; by this means it acquires ex- 
traordinary bleaching properties. We have em- 
ployed such oil with effect for bleaching fatty, 
drying oils with which it mixes in all proportions. 
For our wants the most valuable properties of 
oil of turpentine is its great power to dissolve re- 
sins; it is capable of dissolving the greater num- 
ber of the resins and leaves on evaporating. 


Camphor—Although a solid substance, cam- 
phor, according to all its properties, belongs to the 
ethereal oils. It comes from a tree of the laurel 
species indigenous in the southern parts of East 
India, and inthe wood of which the camphor is 
deposited in crystalline masses. By heating this 
wood the camphor sublimes out and is deposited 
in crystalline masses. 


Wood Spirit,or methyl alcohol, which is obtain- 
edin large quantities by the dry distillation 
of wood, is a colorless liquid with a characteris- 
tic odor, and poisonous properties, it boils at 
66 deg. C, is inflammable and burns witha color- 
less flame. It mixes in all proportions with oil 
of tarpentine, alcohol and coal tar oils. It dis- 
solves resins with great ease and can there- 
fore be used as a substitute for the costlier alco- 
hol for the preparation of volatile varnishes, its 
solutions drying in less time than ordinary alco- 
hol. In England it has long been [used either 
pure or mixed with other solvents for the prepar- 
ation of .varnishes. 


Acetone.—Acetone is obtained by the 
ary distillation of salts of acetie acid. In the 
pure condition it is a colorless limpid liquid, den- 
sity 0.814, boiling point 56 C. Acetone dissolves 
resins readily and can bc mixed with other sol- 
vents. Since it offers no additional advantage 
not possessed by one or another of the solvents 
almady described, and has a tolerably high 
price, it has little practical value in varnish man- 
ufacture. 


CARBON BISULPHIDE 


By burning coal in the vapor of sulphur and 
passing the resulting vapors through vessels 
cooled by ice the substance is obtained as a 
colorless, highly refracting liquid, with a peculiar, 
unpleasant odor of radishes; it is inflammable, 
has a high density and boils at 43 deg.C. On ac- 
count of its. great volatility carbon bisulphide 
should be kept under water. Its cheap price 
and its capacity to dissolve resins, caoutchouc, 
&c., make it specially valuable for varnishes. 


ASHHALT. 


Also called mineral pitch, bitumen, &c., is 
found in various deposit in the earth, alse float- 
ing on lakes. Known sources are, for example, 
the Dead Sea in Syria, the Pitch Sea in the island 
ef Trinidad. Asphalt is a pitch-black substance, 
brittle with a conchoidal fracture, usually 
with an unpleasant odor, like burning 
soft coal, which is particularly noticeable 
when this asphalt is warmed. When 
heated asphalt melts and gives off 
thick, heavy fumes. When ignited asphalt 
burns with a bright but smoky flame, leaving 
little ashes behind. The last fact is taken ad- 
vantage of as a test of its purity; adulterated 
asphalt which has been mixed with much bad 
pitch leaves a large ash. Asphalt is largely used 
of late for making elastic, black, lacquers, and 
serves especially well for lacquers for iron- 
ware. 
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TAR-ASPHALT. 

Asphalt niust mot be wm for a chemical 
product, whi¢h frequently comes into the market 
under the same name; this is the so-called “tar. 
asphalt,”’ which is obtained by the distillation of 
coal tar oils and may be used for many of the 
purposes to which the mineral asphalt is used. 


GUTTAPERCHA 

Comeg from an East. Indian trée, Jnosandra 
Gutta, Itisnotaresin in the sense heretofore 
used, but a substance allied to caoutchouc; it 
flows out of incisions made inthe tree and har- 
dens in contavt with thé air, Guttapercha of 
commerce is usually a brown, elastic, sometimes 
fibrous mass, Which. becomes plasitd at 60 deg. 
C. and, melts completely at 120 deg. C. It is 
eastfy solublein carbon bisulphide and also in 
chloroform and naphtha, and remains behind 
after the evaporation of the solution as a water- 
proof coverings 

Mastic.—This' resin comes into the-market prin- 
cipally from the island3{of Chios, where it is ob- 
taified [by fobGifix incigions’jn'the truijks of the 
“ Lentiseus."’ It-ocours in-oval-pieces of 
the size of a pea, yellow in color, with an aro 
matic taste gpd odot (when heated). Mastic dis- 
solves partly in. cold alcohol, and wholly in boil- 
ing dicoticl.’ Lately. Bombay mastico-from East 
India has come intothe market; and this has 
some points of similarity with ordinary mastic. 

Sandarach.—This rosin swells out of the bark 
of the “‘Callitris quadrivalvis,” a tree of the 
cypress order, and indigenous in North Africa. 
It occurs in “tears’‘ of a winé-yellow to brown 
color. It melts at 136 deg. C., giving off at the 
same time “an aromatic odor; it fs only*partially 
soluble in alcohol. The so called German san- 
cane hatte aicadess from thé j ein its 
properties; it is a rosin from the juniper plant 
( Juniperas communia), 

Shellac._—More properly shell-lack, is obtained 
from holes in the boughs of certain ‘East Indian 
trees, made by insects similar to cochineal. The 
rosin flows out and at once solidifies together 
with @ red coloring matter called “ladck-dye.’s 
Freed from the dye, shellac comes into the mar- 
ket in various kinds, differing in color, and called 
raby shellac, light shellac, etc. Shellac is in gen- 
eral clear yellow to brown or reddish brown; it 
dissolves with tolerable ease in strong alcohol; 
this solution forms the much used varnish called 
cabinetmakers polish. 

By treatment of this shellac solution with ani- 
mal charcoal or solution of chloride of lime, snel- 
lac may be bleached to white silky shining masses. 
Since bleached shellac has an unusually high 
price, manufacturers usually prefer to bleach it 
themselves. 

Bleaching with chloride of lime (calcium hypo- 
chlorite), a solution of 1 kilogramme of chloride 
ot lime in 1 kilogramme of water is treated with 
a solution of soda until the resulting precipitate 
ceases to form. The clear decanted solution is 
added to 10 liters of a solution of shellac in alco- 
hol and shaken; then the whole allowed to stand 
until by the change in the color.of the liquid the 
bleaching action is seen to have taken place; 
this occurs in from half to a whole hour; it takes 
place quicker in direct sunlight than in ordinary 
diffused light. Murlatic acid is added to the 
bleached liquid in a stoneware or enameled 
vessel as long as the rosin continues to deposit. 
This should be done in the open air on account 
of the liberation of chloriue gas. The rosin is 
now of a light yellow color, and becomes per 
fectly white when boiled with water.

Quinine 


The past week has been a quiet week and few 
transactions uf any size havetaken place; manu- 
-facturers who are quoting $1 80 are only filling 
legitimate wants of the trade,but are not offering. 
From outside hands the feeling is much firmer and 
considerable bidding is being done for large lots 
which are unobtainable. There have been ‘sales 
of 1,500 ozs at $1 90 earlyin the week, but this 
will not buy now,the more general figure being $2 
and only a limited quantity is offered at this, as 
holders are very confident that an advance may 
take place soon, but up to the close this anxiously 
expected announcement has not been made. 
German is neglected in a speculative way though 
a fair consumptive trade is in progress. Following 
our last some 5,000 ozs were placed for future de- 
livery at $1 65 and shortly after 1,500 ozs at same 
figure. There are parcels now offering from re- 
cent operations which may be had at $1 65, but 
for future delivery it is doubtful if better than 
$1 70 could be done, as there is but little offering 
from abroad at the moment. There has been a 
good demand for small tins and ounces, which are 
rather scarce on the spot, and sellers have been 
able to make $1 75@1 77% forthe former and 
$1 85 for the latter, and these seem to be the 
figures at the close. The arrivals for the week 
have been only moderate, but there is consider- 
able more at hand, and it is confidently predicted 
that unless an advance is made in the domestic 
article a decline will soon take place. Buyers are 
holding off in consequence, but holders show no 
signs of weakening as yet. Cinchonidia has not

The following report of the Committee on 
Membership was presented by Mr. Peter Van 
Schaack, Chairman: 

Your committee fully appreciating that “in 
unity there is strength” have reached out their 
beneficent arms to the extremes of the Union in 
their efforts to provide the ‘‘sinews of war,” and 
enlarge the sphere of usefulness of the Associa- 
tion, but they find that the name of the Associa- 
tion is not favorable to such efforts.

What will be your action? 

By Mr. Van Schaack—I move that the secretary 
be instructed to deposit the vote.

By Mr. Kelly, of Pittsburg—Mr. President, the 
recommendation of that committee involves an 


amendment of the constitution, which, accord- 


ing to the by-laws, can be made at any annual 
meeting. 

President Burdsall—You can refer that part of « 
the report, or lay it on the table, as you see 
proper. 

By Mr. Van Schaack—Mr. Chairman, if the ac- 
tion of the committee is approved by two-thirds 
of the members of the Association, it can be car- 
ried irrespective of any reference to future years. 

By Mr. Kelly, of Pittsburg—I recommend that 
this matter should be done in the proper order. 

By Mr. Van Schaack—Mr. Chairman, I consider 
it is a proper order now; I consider, sir, that it is 


in the province of the committee on membership 


to bring up suggestions and obstacles which they 
have met, and I will now read article 14 of the 


constitution: “Any amendment to or alteration 


of this constitution can be made at any annual 
meeting by a vote of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers present.” 

By Mr. Button, of Milwaukee—Mr. Chairman, I 
think my friend from Chicago is correct, but I 
think they should prepare their amendment and 
present it. I move that artivle 1 of the constitu- 
tion be so amended as to read “national” in 
place of ‘‘Western”’ Association. 

Mr. Noyes, of St. Paul—I recommend 
be received, and that 
action be taken in course. But after all the re- 
ports are in, it is not necessary that the com- 
mittees make their reports; the reports before 
the house should be taken up in regular order. 

Dr. Button—I move that the report be received. 


The motion was seconded. 


Mr. Richardson, of St, Louis—This to-day, Mr, 
President, is virtually a national association of 
wholesale druggists; the business that we will 
transact during this annual meeting will be done 
by and for the benefit of the entire wholesale 
trade of this great country. Let us act, then, 
under the proper name, and do it at once. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Van Schaack—Mr. Chairman,do you under- 
stand that I have withdrawn my report, that we 
now change the name of the association to the 
National Wholesale Drug Association ? 

President James 8S. Burdsal—The committee 
now ask that the name of the Association be 
changed from the Western Wholesale Drug As- 
sociation. 

The motion was put by the President and 
adopted unanimously. [Great applause.] 

President James 8S. Burdsal addressed the Con- 
vention as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Wholesale Drug Association; 


Icongratulate you npon the favorable aus- 
pices under which we assemble at this, our 
eighth annual meeting. Our country at peace 
with all nations, neither war, pestilence nor fam- 
ine have befallen us. Divine Providence has not 
withheld either the ,early or the latterrain; the 
harvest has been abundant, filling granaries and 
barns to overflowing; prosperity is ussured to 
all who wisely use the means. 

Iam glad of the privilege of meeting so many 
gentiemen representing firms whose reputation 
for enterprise, solidity and high standing are so 
well known, and amalso glad to welcome so 
many new members and to extend the 
greetings of our Association to these invited 
guests, whose pleasure it is to be withus. It 
will be a source of great pleasure to become bet- 
ter acquainted with eavh other, and I venture 
the opinion that the better we become acquaint- 
ed tne more we shall appreciate each other; the 
rough edges projected by the excessive competi- 
tion of the times will be smoothed by this con- 
tact, and we shall learn to esteem our competi- 
tors as personal friends, with whom we can con- 
fer upon macters of mutual interest. 

Icongratulate you, gentemen, because we 
kuow that our Association has maie progress 
because we know that its foundations are we 
and solidly built upon a great, social good will, 
and mutual confidence, backed by a determina- 
tion to correct evils aud abuses that have crept 
into the trade, and, as far as possible, elevate the 
trade to a higher standard of integrity, and fair 
dealingin pure goods, I congratulate you be- 
cause we know that during the past year, by per- 
sistence and firmness, we have made large steps 
forward in accomplishing the object of our As 
sociation. We congratulate you that no officie{ 
action or utterance of this Association needs Je 
scluding or modifivation. I congratulate yey 
siill more that our usefulness and permauency 
assured. While we have made progress in the 
cultivation of good feeling und god wil 
throughout the entire trade, we have also mude 
progiess in the elevation of a higher class oi 
commercial honor, and have almost obliterated 
the tendency to deal ia adulterated goods. I be~ 
lieve I can safely assert that the members of this 
Association consider it dishonorable and criminal 

terated articles 


to knowingly buy or sell adul 
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that are used as medicinal agents, upon which 
human suffering and life depends. We have also 
made some progress in correcting abuses in cash 
discounts and collections, but not to the extent 
the ease demards. We have also made decided 
progress in adjusting and obtaining better rates 
of insurance; and still greater progress in obtain- 
ing some protection in the handling and distri- 
bution of proprietary articles. We have yet 
work to doin this direction that must be done 
wisely and firmly, and we should not abate our 
effors uutil all leading proprietors grant our rea- 
sonable and just request. 

We cannot appreciate too highly the respenses 
of the proprietors who have given us a reason- 
able protection, and we should recognize their 
action, not on'y by words of thanks, but by sub- 
stantial orders, and by giving their goods prom- 
inence and preference whenever possible. It is 
well, however, to caution our friends that they 
cannot depend upon the trade to create or con- 
tinue the demand--that is their work; but I am 
sure the co-operation and good will of the trade 
is of great value. 

Six years ago, at our St. Louis meeting, I first 
advocated this plan, and I ever since had confi- 
dence in its feasibility,and a fair trial during 
the past year has fully proven it an established 
success, and I believe hereafter it will be the 
rule governing the sales and distribution of pro- 
prietary articles. and those who do not adopt it 
will be the exception. Iam aware that objec- 
tions have been very justly made to the schedule 
quantities in some lines of goods being too 
large. This is true, but itis no fault of the cen- 
tract plan, but of the schedules; it is not the con- 
tract — that needs reforming but the sched- 
ules. I trust such influence will’ be brought to 
bear as may induce proprietors to modify their 
schedules, that the quantities may neither bur- 
den norannoy any jobber. I know that the 
committee and officers of the Association have 
assiduously simed to henefit the entire trade, 
and the benefits are as great, if not greater, to 
the smaller jobber than to the larger, in this that 
he can buy and sell aslow as the largest jobber in 
the country, and, so far as these goods are con- 
cerned, is on an equality with the most favored. 
Further, it ‘ocalizes the trade in these goods, and 
protects each jobber in his legitimate territory. 
At the same time we have been equally explicit 
in all our requests to the proprietor not to cur- 
tail the margin of profits to the retail dealer, 
but that in all cases a profit of 50 to 60 per cent. 
be assured, 

It seems almost unnecessary to say that the 
ae to the jobbing trade wes not only 
ust and proper, but thetime had come when it 
was absolutely necessary. I cannot refrain in 
this connection from mentioning the  ar- 
duous and faithful services rendered by 

eur Committee on Proprietary Medicines. 

hey have given their time and_ great 
labor to the accomplishment of this work, and 
are deserving of our warmest thanks. 

Some expected this reform to be accomplished 
in one year—it has taken six years. Like all 
great reforms. it requires persistent agitation, 
and while its growth has been slow, we feel that 
it has been sure and will be permanent. 

There is another matter bearing indirectly 
js the more general adoption of the contract 
plan, as well as of great interest to the drug 
trade, and also to the proprietors; that is the re- 
peal of the now odious stamp tax upon all classes 
of goods or papers now reyuiring ttamp tax. As 
long as the Government needed this tax the drug 
and proprietary trade responded toit and paid 
all special taxes cheerfully, but now that the na- 
tionaldebt is greatly reduced and funded at a 
low rate of interest, the filling of the Treasury 
and Sub-Treasuries with millions and hundred 
of millions to tempt the avarice of jobbers and 
dishonest lobdies, to be used in the ditching of 
all moist lands at Government expense, and for 
useless and extravagant purposes, should meet 
eur hearty and determined opposition. Extrava- 
gant as has been the appropriation the past year 
Congress will be asked next month to increase 
ae appropriate fourhundred and forty millions 

ollars. 

It should be a leading feature of this meeting 
to bring the full weight of its influence to bear 
for the repeal of all stamp taxes,and the removal 
of the burdensome license tax upon the whole- 
sale and retail trade of the country. We should 
insist that this question be taken out of politics, 
and use our influence and votes against every 
congressional and senatorial candidate who op- 
poses their repeal. The present tax upon spirits 
and tobaccowill pay the Government debt and 
interest as it matures. The revenue from im- 
ports should pay all current expenses of the gc v- 
ernment. A wise economy and proper legisla- 
tion willso order. The drug trade has been 
taxed and double taxed unjustly and invidiously 
the past twenty ye..rs, and it is time we protest 
energetically against this continued discrimina- 
tion. No other Jobbing or retail trade is thus 
taxed. In addition to this, alcohol or spirits 
used in manufacturing should be free, and our 
manufacturers in this respect placed upon equal 
footing with those of other nations, 

There is another matter to which I desire briefly 
to ca)l your attention. It is an evil and burden 
to the trade that ought to engage the attention 
of a judicious committee to consider what meas- 
ures, if any, can be devised to remedy the evil. 
That is the selling of quinine and morphines 
regularly and systemat eu below cost. The 
reason generally given is that it is “to bait” or 
sell other goods. But this, I think, is erroneous 
at this time. It may have been so in the past, 
but it is not so now, as every competitor will do 
likewise; and the selling of quinine and morphine 
at cost. or below cost, is no longer a bait. I be- 
lieve the erroneous method of calculating cost 
of goods leads to this selling at a loss. hold 
that the true cost of goods is not what they cost 
as we receive them at our doors, but the cost as 
they go out. The State and city taxes, insur- 
ance clerk hire, store expenses, &c., is not far 
from eight percent; this been added to the 
cost of the goods while in your possession, and 
if sold at less are sold at a loss. Quinine that 
cost $1.80 in New York or Philadelphia, one cent 
per ounce freight, or $1.81 as you receive it at 
your door is not the true cost, but eight per 
cent added, or $1.95 per ounce. Yet it is sold all 
over the country at $1.85, or 10 cents per ounce 
loss, and in addition to this a loss of thirty days 
interest and a check on some distant bauk. If 
we import an article we add all the details, costs 
of importing, to find the true cost. If our sales- 
man was given this true cost, or educated to thus 
calculate the true cost as the article goes out, 
not as it comes in, then quinine, morphine and 
other articles would not be sold, as at present, 
at an actual loss. Why can we not educate our- 
awe toadopt this rule of calculating the true 
coos 

But I must refrain trom further suggestions. 
Your committee will have interesting reports 
pee various subjects assigned to them, and 
I ample time will be taken to fully consider 
yhe va subjects presented. Permit me to

terment of the trade, by creating social good 
feeling, obliterating distrust and jealonsies, re- 
moving by concert of action all evils and cus- 
toms that are against good policy and sound 
business principles. 


President James 8. Birdsal: I understand gen- 
tlemen, that we have this morning present with 


us a very respectable and large delegation from | 


the Proprietary Medicine Dealers’ Association of 
New York, and I understand Dr. Humphreys is 
chairman; I will appoint Dr. Button and Mr. 
Richardson to escort him te the chair. 


Dr. Humphreys said: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Western Druq 
Association: 

We thank you forthe generous welcome ten- 
dered to us, and through us to the Association of 
Manufacturers and Dealers which we represent. 
We little thought when three short months ago 
when your delegation came to our council on the 


shore of the Atlantic, that we soon should return | 


our visit here on the shores of Lake Erie. 

ye thank you for the visit there made to us, and 
for the words of wisdom and = en- 
couragement then offered, and for the courtesy, 
the moderative and fraternal spirit of the gentle 
men who were the bearers of your message. 

We come here to-day to listen to your discus- 
sions, to emulate your spirit and possibly to 
make your acquaintance. Hitherto we have 
known you by seeing your names on checks or 
on invoices of goods, much as a man learns to 
know another by daily passing his sign on the 
street. These Homa@opathic doses scarcely sat- 
isfy our aspirations or appetites. We would like 
to take you by the hand, to look into your faces, 
to hear the tones of your voices. and to bid you 
God speed on the high and honorable career in 
which you have embarked. 

Permit us also, Mr. President,to congratulate 
you upon the staunch and sea-worthy craft upon 
which you are taking so prosperous a voyage. 
Her length of keel, her breadth of beam, her 
towering masts and wide yards extending out 
over all this fair land, and manned by hundreds 
of sturdy hands, and officered by wise and far- 
seeing heads, are such as to excite the envy, and 
stimulate emulation of all beholders. Nor will 
we admit that they are entirely disinterested 
spectators of your gallant craft. For down deep 
in your aon ren carry very large consignments of 
our goods, If we mistake not your manifests show 
nearly a third of your cargo bears the brand of 
our guild. And we have hencea material in- 
terest in seeing that this goodly cargo is neither 
destroyed by rats or vermin in the hold, or by 
pirates and freebooters on the high seas, (ap- 
plause and laughter). Nor do we expect or de- 
sire to have this, our portion of the cargo, clan- 
destinely shipped on board or carried to its des- 
tination and delivered without paying for honor- 
able aud honest freight and delivery. ‘The laborer 
is worthy of his hire and in no case more than 
this, and when your deputation came to us and 
showed tnat much of our portion of your cargo 
which bears our brand was continually being 
passed as dead heads or at unremunerative rates 
our response was that your demand was reason- 
able and in great moderation, and our response 
was, give us so farusthe perils of the gea will 
allow, freedom from the rats in the hold and 
the freebooters of the sea and we will guarantee 
a fair freightage and commission. You have 
asked from us only what was your right, and I 
take it that we all must have less of character 
for probity and fair dealing than we arrogate to 
ourselves, did we not make every reasonable ef- 
fort to correct the injustice. It is a happy augury 
when parties having a difference or occupying 
two sides of a question, submit the result not 
to the strength of the strong arm, the stout 
heart, and the lean purse, but to the arbitration 
of reason mnntual recognition of rights and fra- 
ternal regard. 

But, gentlemen, besides these interests in which 
there may be an issue, there are others where 
the interest is mutual, and in which the united 
effort of all is necessary for our common relief. 
I allude to the oppressive,unjust and discriminat- 
ing taxes upon alcohol for chemical and medi- 
cinal purposes, and stdmps upon cosmetics, per- 
fumery, «nd preprietary articles. These taxes 
oppress us allin common, they amount to very 
large sums of money; they are without necessity, 
apology or excuse, and are simply in the end a 
tax on sickness, a tax which no civilized govern- 
ment in a period of peace or prosperity should 
ever collect. But the removal of these burdens, 
after seventeen years of toleration and acquies- 
cence On our part, and custom on the part of 
legislators and officials, requires united, wide 
and strenous efforts for their repeal. If such 
effort be taken we can look to your honorable 
and influential body for large assistance, if not 
indeed for the initiation and the laboring oar. It 
only remains for us again to thank you for your 
generous welcome, and to express the conviction 
as it is certainly the eurnest @esire, that in every 
effort for the maintenance of honorable com- 
mercial principles, the promotion of our common 
good, the relief from common burdens and tie 
establishment of amiable and fraternal relations, 
our association will be found haud in band with 
yours. (Appplause.) 

President Burdsal—Gentlemen, you have had a 
homeopathic address; I will ask Mr. Richardson 
to give an allopathic response. 

Mr. James Richardson, of St. Louis, spoke as 


follows: 

Gentlemen; I have been assigned the duty by 
your president of welcoming here to our annual 
meeting that large delegation of so honorable a 
seer #8 the Association of Manufacturers and 
Dealers in Proprietary Goods, who have honored 
us with their presence here to-day. It is especi- 
ally a pleasant duty to me, growing out of many 
years (as it has forall of you) of business inter- 
course with that large number of men from 
whom we purchase so large a portion of our 
goods.

They have come forward man- 
fully and shoulder to shoulder with your com- 
mitiee, of which I have the honor of beinga 
member, and have assisted us in accomplishing 
the work which has already been accomplished, 
aud of which you are entirely familiar, in the di- 
rection of pleasing a large. number under the con- 
tract plan. It becomes an exceedingly p'easant 
duty w welcome the body of men who have thus 
generously responded to our request, and I wel- 
come them io the name of the President and the 
members of this Agsoolation,” I heartily wel-

Mr. Gordon: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen; At the {meeting 
at Niagara Falls of the American Pharmacentical 
Association, you were so considerate to appoint 
acommittee to express cordial sympathy with 
the work that organizaticn has carried on. As 
you are aware, that organization has gone on 
now for the past 20 years mainly in scientific 
work; it differs mainly from your organization, 
although infits sympathies and in its working 
together there can be no antagonism. Your or- 
ganization hax been effected more as a business 
and a legislative organization, as I understand, 
and you are taking up the business interests of 
your calling. while the other is carrying on the 
scientific work. Many of you, or a number of 
you, possibly, are members of that organization; 

ou are as familiar as I can inform you of what 
thasdone. The work of the two organizations 
van only be in perfect harmony; there is nothing 
in the work which they are carrying on in which 
they cannot but be in sympathy with you, and 
aethinn you are carrying on in a regular way but 
what they are also in sympathy with. As this 
committee comes here simply, not to take part 
so much, as they could not, in the work you are 
carrying on, but to cooperate with you in any 
way they can do, and go with you hand in hand 
in whatever good work you undertake. We 
come here to-day simply to offer you the sympa- 
thy of that entire organization, and they ore in 
perfect harmouy with you; their work and yours 
must go together; they are the dispensers of 
medicines and you are the source from which 
their supplies are obtained, and we therefore 
feel that we can work with you in the most per- 
fevt harmony. I, therefore, gentlemen, on be- 
balf of that Association, extend to you the most 
cordial sympathy, and wish you success in all 
your work, The remarks I have to make are 
necessarily yery brief, because there is nothing I 
could say that would be worth while to take 
your time in stating further. (Applause.) 


President Burdsal: 


Gentlemen—The National Wholesale Drug Asl 
sociation feel highly honored by the fraterna 
greetings that you bear to us from the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, and_ we cordially 
appreciate the sentiments of kindness that you 
have expressed. While your organization has 
for its object the higher standard of perfection 
in your profession and for scientific purposes, 
the object of ours is for the betterment of the 
trade and to eliminates from the trade all the 
abuses that have crept into it, and the chief- 
est among these have been the dealing in 
adulterated goois, and it has been the special 
object of the association to try and eliminate this 
from the market,and make it dishonorable to buy 
and se}! them,and we shall join hands with you at 
any time to get a national law 
forbidding the adulteration of all me- 
dicinal remedies. It has been another object of 
our Association to obtain a repeal of stamp tax- 
es, the removal of license tax upon the wholesale 
and retail druggists, and to get the stamp tax 
free from the pharmacy of the United States. 
Our objects are running in parallel jines, and to 
some extent are similar; we are of mutual intes- 
est, and nothing should divide us, and we should 
be giad to co-operate with the American Phar- 
maceutical Association in anything that may be 
to theirinterest or ours. We carry back to you 
gentlemen, the greetings of the National Whole- 
rale Drug Association, and with tire best wishes 
for the welfare of the Americun Pharmaceutical 
Association. Be pleased while you are with us 
toaccept the courtesies of the house, and I will 
ask Mr. Noyes to make the formal reception of 
the committee. 


Mr. Noyes, of St. Paui; 

Mr. Chairman;—Before our meeting, our Presi- 
dent requested me to respond to this welcome of 
the Pharmaceutical Association our expression 
of cordial welcome,and it is a very pleasant duty 
to weicome here, inthe National Drug Associa- 
tion the representatives of the oldest, largest, 
and most influential body of pharmacists in this 
country. Their opinions on any subject always 
meet with interested attention on our part; their 
publications are the standards in pharmaceutical 
literature, and to-day we have no people more 
conservative, or better body of men associated 
with the drug business or profession than the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 1 wish 
to say to the Chairman of that committee of high 
aspirations; we aim to elevate the standards of 
morality in every respect. ‘he American Phar- 
macy Association, at its recent meeting were 
kind enough to place upon their records, that an 
old established ana recognized organization 
should first acknowledge the work which we 
have undertaken, and are nearly successful in 
accomplishing, viz: the repeal of the stamp tax, 
which uas been spoken of by the speaker in be- 
balf of the Pharmaceutical Association. It is, 
therefore, Mr. Chairman, our pleasa™t duty here 
to-day to welcome you most heartily as co oper- 
ators in this Association, and show you, as our 
Presi lent has already done, that. in everything 
the Pharmaceutical Association has done in the 
advance of science, and in all that relates to pure 
dealing in drugs, we are heartily with you and 
susiain you, and ask your co-operation with us. 

(Applause.) 

Mr. Noyes.—I move that the gentlemen of the 
two delegations be invited to sit with us in our 
deliberations and take part with us. 

President Burdsal.—We also have a gentleman 
present who represents everybody in the United 
States whois a druggist, W. A. Gellatly, of W. 
H. Schieffelin & Co., New York, 

Mr. Gellatly was introduced to the Convention 


by the President and spoke as follows: 





Mr. Chairman and Members of the Convention; 


This is another illustration of the practical 
jokes of our friend Peter Van Schaack, ot Chica- 
go. Ihad not the slightest idea that I should be 
called upon to say or do anyihing when I came 
into this room, but I cannot, however, refrain 
from saying a few words. I remember when 
your organization ‘rst came into existence, of 
reading with a good deal of interest the remarks 
and reports of our friend, the President, Mr. 
Burdsal, of Cincinnati. From what he said in 
regard to what he expected to accomplish by 
the organization and carrying on of a body like 
this, it seemed tome that he was looking for- 
ward toacondition of things very nearly ap- 
proaching the millenium, I was somewhat of an 
unbeliever at that time in regard to his ability to 
accomplish the ends he had in _view;. 
but excuse me forsaying so, I think that 1 have 
seen on this floor the first tangible evidence of 
the approach of that doubtful era. (Applause.) 
As I might say with all reverence, when the lion 
and the lamb will lie down together. Ihave 
seen my esteemed and venerable triend Dr. 
Humphreys, who represents the patent medicine 
interest in correspondence with our friend from 








Ohio, who represents the remainder. (Laughter) 
If that is an illustration of Mr. Burdsal’s plan, I 
fail to see where to find it. I take this uccasion, 
however, to say a few words with reference to 
my ideas in regard to this Association asa 
national body. When I was coming on inthe 
ears from Philadelphia, because I never avoid an 
opportunity of ridingon the Pennsylvania rail- 
road when I can do so, I had a good deal of time 
for reflection. and I naturally looked forward to 
what I should see and find here in Cleveland, 
Those that have known me for along time will 
not accuse me, I suppose, of being aa old fogy in 
my feelings. I have always thought I was quite 
a young man, but wren I began to think of the 
wen I should meet here, and look back and see 
affairs,I discovered that I was no longer a young 
man. I looked back to the time when Mr Noyes, 
of St. Paul, wasa young man in my office; I 
thought of my friend Richardson § here, and I re- 
member the time when he first went into the 
drug business; I thought of C. F. G. Meyer, who 
is not here, and Iremember I sold_ him his tirst 
bill when he went into the drug_ business; sol 
trust my reflections were of a profitable charac- 
ter. I must say that it affords me a good deal of 
personal satisfaction and pleasure to meet so 
many gentlemen whom I have known so many 
years: butin reference to this organization, I 
have felt in looking back upon my experience 
and@ business that it was a great mistake on the 
part of the drug trade of the United States that 
it had no organized representati »n of its own in- 
terests. I do not believe that an association 
which is organized for the purpose of legisiating 
with reference to the conducting of business, or 
laying down laws forany manner in which we 
can conduct our business is what we want. But 
I do think that a business so large as ours is, 
touching so many of the various manufacturin 
interestsof this country should have some nationa. 
organization which serves as a focus to bring to 
bear this influence in directions where they are 
necessary, and I thus beg most sincerely to con- 
gratulate this Association on its adoption of the 
word “National” in preference to the term 
‘Western ” Iam very much obliged to you Mr. 
Pr. sicent and gentlemen. 


President Burdsal—Gentlemen, the next thing 
in order will be the report of the secretary, 


The Secretary, Mr. A. B. Merriam, of Cincin- 
cinmati, then read his report us follows: 


To the Western Wholesale Drug Association. 


Gentlemen; The Convention which met at Cin- 
ecinn ati on November 8th, 1881, adjourned on 
the evening of the 9th, after a pleasant and pro- 
fitable discussion of the many subjects of interest 
which were presented for consideration, We 
are assembled here to-day by invitation of the 
trade of this city; and if our meeting now shall 
ma:rk the same degree of progress that charac- 
terized the last Convention, then as a Bibl'cal 
trui:h, “it is good for us to be here.’’ The con- 
siduration at the last meeting of the reports of 
the different committees were of unusual inter- 
est; and the discussions following the sugges- 
tioris of the Legislative Committee and the ex- 
hautive review of the rebate on contract plan 
has made the published proceedings more volu- 
minous than usual. Seven hundred and fifty 
copies of the report were printed, and nearly the 
whole edition was distributed among the mem- 
bers, manufacturers of the proprietary goods, 
and the large drug trade throughout the country 
whe were not associated with us in membership. 
A puckage of the reports which were left over 
are now placed on the table for the use of the 
mennbers and visitors. In June last I received 
frown the Corresponding Secretary of the Asso- 
ciatjion of Manufacturers and Dealers in Proprie- 
tary Goods of tue United States for distribution 
several copies of the resolution adopted at a 
meting of that Association in New York, June 
8th, concerning the cash discount on bills of 
thirty days. This subject has elicited consider- 
abl pe discussion in the meetings of the New York 
Association, and through correspondence with 
our own members and the public journals inter- 
ested in these movements. They are referred by 
me to the chairman of the Committee on Credits, 
Collections and Cash Discounts for considera- 
tio. The personal visits of a majority of the 
Cornmittee on Proprietary Goods to the East was 
extended through several weeks and in different 
States. The success which the committee metin 
thetr interviews with the leading proprietors and 
the satisfactory results which have followed will 
undoubted be presented in their report. The per- 
sonal presentation of the views of the Associa- 
tiom by these gentlemen has necessarily limited 
the correspondence in this direction, which 
woinld otherwise have been necessary. 

Simce our last meeting we have lost two mem- 
ber&é by death, Mr. P. C. Wheeler, of Peoria, and 
Mr. Charles A. Vogeler, of Baltimore. The for- 
mev was from the first meeting of our organiza- 
tion at Indianapolis an active, earnest, and intel- 
l'igemt associate, and his death will be a great 
loss to the community in which he lived. 

-~Mr. Vogeler having more recently joined our 
Ass»pciation, gave the great moral force of the 
firm with which he was associated in sustaining 
the organization and generously aiding the meth- 
ods of business conducive to the best interests of 
the trade with which he was so largely connect- 
ed. In years he was probably the youngest mem- 
ber of the Association. Inthe University he was 
the accomplished student, and in the brief inter- 
val of leisure before beginning his active life 
work he was an intelligent and observing tray- 
eler. Fully equipped with plans fully formed, 
with conscious strength to execute, and with 
her@ic energy and incomparable business ability, 
he at once took a commanding position in the 
| business of the world. Wit» commendable am- 
bition to first add to the glory ot his native city, 
hie Buccess was associated with such conditions 
thal. made it possible to have his name familiar 
in the honseholds of two hemispheres. Appropri- 
} ate resolutions with reference to the death of 





these members will probably be offered for the 
consideration of our fellow-members. The usual 
notices to the membership advising them of the 
time and place of meeting of this convention 
were duly sent out, and the attention of the 
chairmen of the different committees was easily 
called to the consideration of their reports.

President Burdsal—The next thing in order will 
be the report of the Treasurer, Mr. Strong. 

Mr. Strong read the report. 

Mr. 8S. M. Strong, of Cleveland—Mr. President, 
we are without any finance committee, and I 
move that there be such a committee appointed 
by the Chair, to consist of three, to look over 
this report and these bills and suggest some 
means of relieving this embarassment. 

President Burdsal—The constitution provides 
that the President Secretary and Treasurer shall 
pe that committee, but if you prefer we will put 
the motion. 

On motion the report was received. 

President Burdsal—Mr. Strong's motion will 
now be in order, that a committee of three be 
appointed to whom this report be referred. 

Mr. Myers, of Cleveland—If that committee is 
not appointed, I move as an amendment that 
those gentlemen constitute an auditing commit- 
tee; that these matters grow more important 
year by year. I merely mean that this report 
should be accepted and referred to the Auditing 
Comittee, consisting of the President, the Sec- 
retary and one other. 

Mr. Strong--The reason I suggested the conve- 
nience of a committee is that heretofore it has 
come up in general discussion how we should 
have the funds raised. There have been var- 
ious opinions. If we havea finance committee, 
and these gentlemen are the right kind of men, 
their suggestions will be accepted here and we 
shall be relieved of plenty of money in the 
treasury. 

Mr. Myers withdrew his amendment. 

The motion of Mr. Strong was then put by the 
President and carried. 

President Burdsal—The next thing in order will 
be the election of officers. 

Mr. Thomas Lord--I move that the Chair ap- 
polnt a committee to nominate. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The following named gentlemen were appoint- 
ed as such committee:

Mr. 8. M. Strong— I move an amendment to ar- 
ticle 7 of the constitution striking out all that 
section after the words “annual meeting,’’ and 
providing for a committee of three, who with 
the President, Secretary and Treasurer, shall 
form a financial committee to make assessments, 
and report such other action as may be necessary 
to provide for the expenses of the Association. 
The President and Secretary shall also consti- 
tute an Auditing Committee for the examination 
of all financial reports. 

The motion was put by the President and 
adopted. 

President Burdsal—Gentlemen, what action 
will you take in reference to the election of offi- 
cers? 

Mr. Van Schaack—Mr. President, I move that 
the Secretary act for the Association and cast 
the vote. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The Secretary cast the vote in accordance with 
such motion for the candidates named. 

President Burdsall—Gentlemen: I desire at 
the close of my official position to thank you for 
the kind courtesy you have extended, and I 
know no reason why you extended me this duty 
except that I was an Ohio man. (Laughter.) I 
am giad to say we have still some Ohio men left, 
and I would ask Mr. Lord and Mr. Hopkins to 
usher the President elect to his position. 

Mr. Horace Benton was escorted to the chair, 
and introduced by Mr. Birdsall as the newly 
elected President of the Assocation, and was 
greeted with a continual round of applause. 

President Benton addressed the meeting as fol- 


lows: 
Gentlemen of the Convention ; 

I came in an humble member of the Western 
Wholesale Drug Association; I suddenly find 
myasclf « president of the National Drug Associa- 
tion. My constitutional modesty would certainly 
lead me to decline this high honor, but as I am 
an Vhio man I have no precedents in tavor of 
decliuing an office when it is offered to me, espe- 
cially the offive of President. (Laughter.) Our 
rule in Ohio as to this is to keep all we can get, 
and get all we can. Iregret very much that the 
superior modesty of my friend aud competitor 
in Ubis city has prevented your making him the 
President of this Association,but when I remem- 
ber the very lirge amount of funds that you 
have deposited in his hands, and what a strong 
watch it is necessary to keep on those funds, | 
recognize the propriety of his not coming down 
from that position as the treasurer of the Associ 
ation. (Laughter.) I am glad this morning to see 
one hundred druggists in thisroom. I have at- 
tended the sessions of this Convention heretofore 
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and have never at the morning session met so 
large a body as is present this morning, ard we 
enter on anew era. Seven years ago we met in 
Indianapolis and christened the child. although 
really its fatherhvod was in Cincinnati, which I 
am glad to say is in Ohio. (Laughter). And 
dnring the seven years we have met in Illinois 
and Wisconsin and Missouri and Kentucky and 
now come back to Ohio, one thing has been de- 
monstrated, that there was need for such an as- 
sociation. The growth of the Association; the 
work that it has done, have demonstrated that 
there was a demand for such an association, and 
I am glad for one, as you are glad, that now as 
we enter on the eighth year, to lay aside the 
baby clothes and put on the clothes of the 
young man, and propose, if invited, to let the 
young men go East, and put their large Western 
feet on to the clean carpets.and intothe nice par- 
lors of our friends in the East,and not only so,but 
I hopewe shall go South and become directly a na- 
tional association, Iam glad to welcome you to 
our city; we are glad to see you here; we have 
a goodly city; we think very much of it; we 
have, you see, some very wide streets; we are 
high above the lake; we have forests, we 
bave light, we have many goodly things which 
we want you to see. Wejlive inthe city that 
was loved by our late President, which his family 
have adopted as their home, and whose grave is 
in our city, and which you will be invited to see. 
Weregret that we cannot show you the large, 
massive rich wholesale drug houses, selling like 


some of you three and four million dollars a 


year. We regret that, but we want to say in 
apology that we are on the border; we have been 
doing picket duty; we have been protecting you 


Western gentlemen with our muskets, as senti- 
nels on the border watching these marauders 


and travellers from the East standing between 


you and him, while you have hoed corn and dug 
potatoes and made your pile; but now we pro- 


ose to lay down the musket; we want to do 


order duty no more; we have passed a vote = 


which we will abolish the picket line. I than 
you, gentlemen, for the kind honor you have 
conferred. Applause. 

The Convention then adjourned to 2 P. M. 

At the afternoon session the Proprietary Com 


mittee made the following report: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Western Whole- 
sale Druggqists’ Association: 

Your Committee on Proprietary Goods would 
respectfully report that, after their appointment 
at our last Convention, realizing the Herculean 
task before them, were reluctant to undertake 
the work allotted, and not until we received a 
command signed by the following firms to ‘‘pro- 
ceed at once, and without delay,’ did we decide 
to begin the work in hand: 

Daniel Myers, Jas Richardson, W A Robinson, 
C F G Meyer, Geo A Keily,T H Hinchman, A Kie- 
fer, JS Kinnan, A B Merriam, Thos Lord, Com- 
mittee on Proprietary Goods appointed by the 
Western Wholesale Druggists’ Association, at 
their annual meeting, held in the city of Cincin- 
pnuti, November, 1581. 

Gentlemen: In view of the fact that proprietary 
goods, for several years past and at the present 
time, are being handled not merely on an unre- 
munerative basis, but at an actual loss—the 
average profit of from three to five per cent 
being more than absorbed by the unaveidable 
expenses of tranasacting the business—we desire 
to correct this injustice and abuse. We realize 
that the practice of using proprietary goods as 
“baits,” “leaders’’ to secure other business, is 
both unmercantile and unwise, subversive of 
sound business principles, and prejudicial to the 
true interests of buyer and seller. 

It demands such a reformation and maintainance 
of vnitorm prices as will insure w fair remuuera- 
tion and return for the large amount of money 
required to be investod iu this branch of busi- 
ness, together with the risks and losses of busi- 
ness, and the expense of selling these products. 

In view of the further fact that it has been de- 
monstrated beyond question that the “rebate” 
or “contract” plan, so-calied, is not a visionary 
theory, but has proved a complete success, and 
works with general] satisfaction in each instance, 
when fairly and thoroughly tried, we are con- 
strained to expect that the manufacturers and 
proprietors of these goods, if they are snewrey 
ana truly our friends. will recognize the magni- 
tude of the evil and promptly respond to the 
necessities of the case, and extend the consis- 
tent relief which the circumstances demand, 

Not baving heard that any progress has been 
made through the instrumentslity of your com- 
mittee in obtaining rebate on contract plan on 
proprietary articles, and fearing that another 
year will pass without securing this much-needed 
reform, we now call upon you that your com- 
mittee proceed at once, without delay, to accom- 
plish the same, and therefore cali your attention 
to the resolution adopted at Cincinnati, at the 
last meetiag iu November, 188i. 

Resolved, That after the most careful constder- 
tion of the whole subject of propiietary medi- 
cines, it is the deliberate conclusion of this Asso- 
ciation that proprietors should accede to their 
reasonable request by adopting some form of 
what is known as the contract system; end that 
it is our unanimous determination to persevere 
in the work in this direction, until it is a com- 
plete success, and that the committee inform the 
members of the Association of those who posi- 
tively refuse to accede to this proposition.

The Association of Manufacturers and Dealers 
in Proprietary Articles of the United States met 
us in the most cordial epirit, and called a special 
meeting to grant us a hearing. 

After a mutual and harmonious interchange of 
views, the committee to whom the matter was 
referred made the following unanimous report, 
recommending a fair trial of the Contract Plan. 

Argument submitted at a meeting in New 
York, April 17, 1882: 

To the Association of Manufacturers and Dealers in 

Proprietary Articles of the United States; 


Gentlemen—The Committee on Propriet: 
Articles of the Western Wholesule en sta 
Association, an association representing almost 
the entire wholesale drug trade west of the Alle- 
ghenies, beg leave to bring to your attention the 
unsati-factory results of the present system of 
handling proprietary articles aud to respe ctfully 
submit their views as to the remedy which, in 
their judgment, will remove the difficulties under 
which the jobbing drug trade of the whole 
country labor in this branch of their business 
and, at the same time, advance the interests of 
both the proprietors of standard remedies and 
of the jobbers as well. 

This committee feels that no argument is neo- 
essary tu establish the fact that tne interests of 
manufacturers, jobbers and retailers of proprie- 
tary articles are mutual, aud toa greater extent 
than in any other class of merchandise; there- 
fore, any cause resulting unprofitably to the 
buyer affects unfavorably the manufacturer, 

‘The proprietor, it is true, creates the general 
demand, but it is equally a matter of fuci that if 
his article be made popular with dealers, job 
bers and retailers by that agency which after 
merit is the most potent, viz, profitableness, its 
sale may be extended materially and sustained 
by their friendly and ective effort. Thus backed 
but little of the investment in judicious adver- 
tisement will be wasted, the increase of competi- 
tive articles will be naturally discouraged, and 
the complaints, anvoying alike to proprietor and 
jobber, common under an unprotitable system, 
will cease. 

Ivis well known that at present the majority 
of standard proprietary medicines do not pay an 
average profit sufficient to pay the expense of the 
conduct of business by at least 5 per cent.; 
therefore, ar a plain business proposition, it is 
evident that the jobbing distributor is » reluctant 
seller, and must enlist his active endeavors to 
curtail sales which actually pay him a logs, and 
is ever ready to take up new remedies which, for 
a time at least, ure likely to prove more profit-

As a remedy for the evil complained of, we re- 
spectfully submit the following plan:

There has got to be alongtime of 
deliberation and study before this thing can be 
perfected promiscuously to suit all branches of 
the trade. Hence, my object in rising after what 
has been said is to urgecare,not to charge 
haste, but to instruct your Proprietory Commit- 
tee to take sufficient time in co-operation with 
the committee of the Association of Proprietors 
as will be necessary to perfect a schedule of 
quantities, of methods of selling, a result, and 
every point that should be brought to view in 
such a contract systematically and carefully, 

and when such work is completed by this com- 

mittee, orthese two committees, it will be time 
enough for us to fix finally upon a schedule and 
acoptract. Hence, let us go slowly about this 
matter. I am of the opinion that such a contract 
cannot be drawn up by any man that we have 
got among us to-day that will be satisfactory. I 
cannot do it. andI have studied ita good deal. 
After furthor discussion of the report, I will ask 
now your patience to read a document which I 

have in my pocket. 

Dr. Humphreys—I simply wish to say in corrob- 
eration of the position taken by Mr. Richardson, 
that I fully concur with him as tothe extreme 
intricacy and extreme delicacy of this contract 
matter. I knowl have given it myself « good 
deal of study, and a good deal of thought, and I 
have heard it discussed over again day after day 
and hour after hour in all its aspects, and my 
enly conclusion is, that the exact contract can- 
not be made; that it wili have to be to same ex- 
tent a flexible contract, and I fear that if you 
attempt to fix it so, you will surely fail of its 
general acceptance. Henee,I will say, as our 
co-laborer, Mr. Richardson, has said, go slow. 
There is no great suffering under the contract. 
we have adopted, and you had better go on 
with an imperfect flexible contract rather than 
attempt to make one that will cut off a leg and 
an arm, and break it up. 

President Benton—The question before the 
house is the reference of the resolution and sug- 
gestions by Mr. Kline of Philadelphia to the Com- 
mittee on Proprietary Guods for the two com- 
mittees to confer together, and the Committee 
on Proprietary Goods to make a supplemental 
report after conference. The motion is seconded. 

Mr. Hinchman, of Detroit—Mr. President, there 
is one idea that has been overlooked. The two 
commitiees are together here; it is very easy for 
them to meet, and it may be very inconvenient 
to meet at any other time, and I think the two 
committees should meet whiie we are here, and 
endeavor to agree on something to harmonize 
this thing and get it into proper share, and if it 
cannot be so, to report the fact to this meeting. 

President Benton—I will ask the chairman of 
the Committee on Proprietary Goods if he ex- 
pects to be able to make a supplemental report. 

Mr. Myers, of Cleveland—I suggest that Mr. 
Kline and his friends would meet with us and 
our New York friends and get the matter ready. 

Mr. Brent Goode,of New York—Wouldn’t it bo 
just as well for the committee to be appointed 
by the National Wholesale Drug Association—a 
committee of three or four or five—and the 
chairman of their committee appoint the same 
number, and recommend a plan and report it to 
the proprietors. 

President Benton—Those of you who will vote 
for the reference of these reswlutions to the con- 
ference of the two committees, with a view to 
have the chairman of the committee make a 
supplemental report to-morrow, say ‘‘aye.’’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Gellatly---I understand that the report of 
the committee virtua'ly endorses a recommen- 
dation that the rebate for cash be submitted at 
one per cent, 

Mr. Myers, of Cleveland—Yes, sir, in my re- 
port; it has no connection with this matter of 
Mr. Kline’s. 

Mr. Gellatly—I understand Mr. Kline reported 
two matters. 

Mr. Myers—I understand. 


Mr. Kline—I embodied that in the former con- 
tract. It is then with reference to making the 
rebate with its invoice, that was the second 
matter, 

President Benton—It would be in order to have 
amotion to adopt the report just rend by the 
committee. 

Mr. Burdsal, of Cincinnati—I move that we 
adopt the report. 

The motion was seconded. 

President Benton—It is moved that the report 
read by the Committee on Proprietary Goods be 
adopted; any further discussion is now in order. 

Mr. Myers, of Cleveland—Mr. President, before 
any discussion begins on that motion, I wish to 
remind the president that we have with us a rep- 
resentative of J.C. Ayer & Co., from whom we 
would be glad to hear. 

President Benton—Will Mr. Bigelow step for- 
ward and let the Chair introduce him to the 
Association. 

The President then introduced Mr. Bigelow, 
who addressed the convention as follows: 

President Benton—The motion before the house 
is on the adoption of the report of the Committee 
on Proprietary Goods. Is there any further dis- 
cussion required on this report ? 

Mr. Richardson—Mr. President: The further 
prosecution of the enterprise which we have un- 
dertuken to commence as to the Rebate pian, is 
one that unquestionably exercises all our minds. 
We have heard from cijfferent individuals in 
private conversations certain views which per- 
haps at this time are imperfect, and I bave taken 
the liberty to write some remarks, which is un: 
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usual with me, and ask your patience while I 


read them. 

Mr President and Gentlemen : You have listen- 
ed to the report of your Committee on Proprie- 
tary Medicines, recounting their somewhat ardu- 
ous labors and the flattering results that have 
been achieved during the year. 

As one of the members of that committee, I do 
not desire to traverse the ground again, but only 
to cursorily remind i of the various steps that 
have been taken and the large fund of informa- 
tion that has been thrown upon this tmportant 
branch of business, before we proceed to take 
further action calculated to complete the work 
in which such satisfactory progress bas already 
been made, 

In its strictest sense, a proprietary article is 
one over which the owner exercises completa 
control. By the judicious use of those agencies 
which are necessary to its introduction, he has 
created such a. demand that he is enabled to dic- 
tate its price under all circumstances and to 
maintain it inviolate. 

Any similar article the demand for which has 
not been made sufficiently imperative to enable 
the owner to do this, but who in order to effect 
its sale has to offer inducements of any kind to 
the purchaser, is not justly entitled to be classed 
asa proprietary one. All this class of goods, the 
price of which varies from time to time for an 
reason whatever, so far as it does vary, approac 
the character of ordinary merchandise, and can 
be dealt in under ordinary business principles 
—more recently termed “ free trade in patents” 
—while the article indicated above, a true pro- 
prietary articlv, can not. 

The literature regarding proprietary goods has 
been greatly enlarged of late, and is much better 
understood than it has hitherto been. Every pos- 
sible view of this matter has been critically ex- 
amined, and the right and wrong of all its phases 
thoroughly investigated and explained. The 
cont plan has beon shown to be in exact 
harmony with the laws that control the specialty 
business, and advocates the carrying of those 
laws to their legitimate end, a course that is dis- 
tinctly map out inthe schedules of all their 
goods, but heretofore conveniently abandoned 
after the first. sale. Everybody now understands, 
with the exception of a few, who are constitu- 
tionally © to understanding it, that a 

roprietary article is a ‘strict monopoly in the 
hands of its owner; that it has been forced 
upon the market by strictly coercive meas- 
ures, and is kept there by the constant applica- 
tion of these-measures. We are all aware that 
assoon as these strong means are withdrawn 
from one of them, and it is left to sell upon its 
own merits, they are few indedd which will not 
soon cease to be called for and disappear from 
the market. No one is ignorant of the fact that 
because of the arbitrary laws that control the 
proprietary business they cannot be handled by 
middle-men and subjected to the competition of 
commercial affairs without absolute loss tw all 
jobbers who deal in them. It has been fairly 
proven, if f were necessary where long 
practice and bitter experience have before es- 
tablished the fact, that free trade in proprietary 
goods is a delusion and a snare, and all the loud 
talk about free competition in selling them is 
only pointing out a highway to commercial dis- 
aster for the entire wholesale drug trade. And 
it is further known that the opposition 
shown to the arbitrary prices embodied in the 
contract plan, as faras jobbers are concerned, 
arises from pure ani unadulierated egotism, 
from a desire to gratify a small personal pique, 
or, if possible, to ingratiate themselves into the 
good will of the retailers, whom they endeavored 
to convince by glaring misstatements that they 
are injured thereby. This course has been 
pursued by an insignificant number of houses 
until it Shas fallen under the weight of a justly 
merited ridicule. 


It has been fully demonstrated that the dealer 
who opposes the contract plan and the coercive 
measures it requires is the cemmercial enemy of 
every proprietor. inasmuch as he denounces the 
very principles upon which his business is con- 
ducted, and at the same time it has been made 
equally plain that the proprietor who condemns 
it is aiding in the overthrow of the whole proprie- 
tary medicine business. Such a course to any 

* unprejudiced mind would seem to be the utmost 
folly on the part of any proprietor. 

The moral and commercial injustice of. forcing 
jobbers to devote their time and their capital, 
and to assume all the risks of sales and col'ec- 
tions for what scarcely amounts to a small com- 
mission, has been pointed out to the prostietors, 
whilst, on the other hand, it has been fairly 
shown that if they would have the jobber stand 
between them and the retailer and consumer, 
practically assuming the place of a guarantor 
to the full amount of their sales, they ought in 
all fairness to secure to us a profit of at least ten 
per cent, knowing, as they now do, that it can 
not be accomplished in any other war. 

And now, notwithstanding all this array of 
facts bearing on the case, you learn, from the 
report of your committee, that there are quite a 
uumber of large proprietors who still hesitate to 
adopt the contract plan, and the grave question 
asserts itself to us as to what shall be the aext 
step to be taken in the promises? 

The conservative and argumentative measures 
employed during the year just ended,the salutary 
effects of which have been so clearly pointed out 
in the report of your committee, would seem to 
indicate their further application. It would ap- 
pear, then, that after so full a discussion of the 
whole affair, so just a course would soon be fol- 
lowed by all proprietors. Can such men as Ken- 
nedy, Hostetter, Hall, and others whom I might 
mention peqsonabiy expect that. the wholesale 
joobing trade of the country will much longer 
work for them and in their interest for nothing, 

and furnish the necessary capital besides? Are 
weto suppose that these and other men who have 
not yet responded to our request are absolute) 
dead to every sentiment of justice and fair deal- 
ing? I thing it would be a grave mistake and 
wrong on the part of this association to entertain 
fora single moment so low an estimate of the 
character of these parties. No doubt they are 
still carefully investigating this important mat- 
ter wish a view of soon arriving az definite con- 
clusion. We know that no further beck than 
last March, in reply to a circular letter addressed 
to them by Mr. Fred, H. Humpbr ys Secretary of 
the Association of Manufacturers and Dealers in 
Proprietary Articles, many expressed themselves 
as hindered by ideas of the case that have since 
been clearly shown to be mere delusions. Dr. R. 
V. Pierce, of Buffalo, then entertained the opin- 
ion that the coutrol over their goods which we 
ask for was “ nnbusiuess like,” and that the pro- 
rietor would have to become an “arbiter,” 
olding a continuous equity court session, as it 
were, to adjudicate the numerous difficulties and 
vomplaints that would constantly arise. If he still 
entertains these opinions, he has sigvally failed 
to appreciate the methods on which his business 
is conducted regarding its relations to ordinary 
transactions in the first instance, and the experi- 
ence of the large number who have been working 
under the contract plan the past year regarding 
the other troubles he enumerates in his reply. It 
is to be hoped that the president of the World’s 
Dispensary Medical Association has materially 
changed his views upon these matters, under the 
influence of the light that has been thrown upon 
them since March 21st, last, the date of his com- 
munication. 
R. C. & C. 8. Clark replying to the same circular 
letter at Cleveland, O., under date of March 15, 
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1882, express themselves as prevented from 
favoring our plan by various difficulties which 
they point eut, but manfully express themselves 
as open to conviction inthe premises. This con- 
viction came to them very soon, for after hearing 
und impartially weighing the facts presented to 
them by your committee, they cheerfully adopt- 
ed the plan on April 25th, a little over one month 
thereafter. 

Views entertained at the beginning of this 
year by many intelligent proprietors regarding 
the contract plan have since been entirely 
changed, or essentially modified. You will re- 
member with much satisfaction the fair and can- 
did expressions of their chynge of opinion re- 
garding it made by the Committee of the Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers and Dealers in their sup- 
plementary report tothe Association, both of 
which can be found on pages 30, 31, 32 and 33 
of the first annual report of that body, to which 
I beg especially to direct your attention. 

The large number of intelligent and enterpris- 
ing proprietors who have heartily joined in this 
indispensable reformation since their consulta- 
tion with your committee during the extended 
journey made under your direction last April 
and May, sufficiently justifies us in concluding 
that in due season, when their affairs shall 
have assumed a proper shape, every fair- 
eeacee man among them will adopt the contract 
plan. 

We must remember that the reformatory 
work we have in hand is an exceedingly large 
one, and that time for due consideration and ac- 
tion is absolutely necessary before they can 
reach an intelligent conclusion. It would seem, 
however, that all ought soon to_ be heard from; 
meantime, when we fairly consider the flattering 
progress we have made during the year now 
ended, the large accessions to our ranks among 
the wholesale dealers in New York and other 
eastern cities who have not heretofore fully co- 
operated with us, and the general approbation 
expressed by all parties interested. we ought to 
come to the unanimous determination of re- 
asserting our full confidence in the justice of our 
undertaking and our persistent resolution to 
press stéadily onward in our course until com- 
plete success shall have been achieved. 

The Western Wholesa'e Drug Association has 
rapidly grown in numbers and influence? It now 
practically inclues the whole jobbing trade of 
the West and East, and after the immense re- 
sulis aecomplished in this direction by such 
fair and conservative means, what may not 
be confidentiy expected in the future from their 
emepoe. thus formidably reiuforced and en- 


Let ee quietly go on therefore in our work of 
reformation, and convincing everyone interested 
by fhe justice of our measures that we desire 
nothing but what is honest and right, and by 
their persistent and unfaltering application.that 
we shall only pause when our labors are crowned 
with complete success—again illustrate the great 
principle that right and justice’ in the end must 
surely prevail. 

Mr. Van Schaack, of Chicago—I rise sir, with 
very great pleasure to move that a vote of thanks 
be tendered to Mr. Richardson ‘for bis very able 
and exhaustive paper, and that the Secretary be 
instructed to embody it in the printed proceed- 
ings of our Associations. 

Mr. Myers, of Cleyeland—I think that should 
be amended so as to include the whole commit- 
tee. I think all those papers should be receivéd 
and published in the proceedings. 

The!motion of Mr. VanSchaack was amended 
so as to include the paper from Mr. Richardson, 
the paper from Mr. Bigelow and the paper from 
Mr, Crittenton and that they be published in 
the proceedings. The motion was then put by 
the President and adopted. : 

Dr. Humphrey.—Mr. Chairman, I wouldlike to 
offer in tae same thing. You will realize one of 
the great difficulties that we have had from the 
first in forming contraets for this rebate plan has 
been the constant desire, and the pertinacious 
effort of all proprietors to get something into 
that contract by which they might have protec- 
tion for their particular articles, ana in fact, it 
has been all along one of the black points, one of 
the difficulties under which we have labored. 
Now,I hold in my hands here the very resolution 
itseemsto me that willeliminate allthe diffi 
cu!ties of this contract plan, and if itshould have 
that result, it certainly will havea ‘‘consumma- 
tion most devoutly to be wished.”’ I will raad it, 
‘Resolved, that we fully recognize the rights of 
property in proprietary medicines and article:, 
and that we will further recognize such rights by 
discountenancing and discouraging the sale of all 
other or similar imitated goods.’’Lhis is the great 
thing that looms up before every proprietor; this 
is the thing that hinders his going into the con- 
tract; this is the thing tha: every day and all the 
while makes the proprietor put into the contract 
thoze objectionable features that have been so 
deprecated here, and it seems to me that if your 
honorable body would simply pass this resolu- 
tior: Resolved, that we fully recognize the 
rights of property in. proprietary medicines and 
articles, and that we will further recognize such 
rights by discontinuing and discouraging the 
sale etc.” Itis but a reiteration of what we 
know; we all recognize the rights of property in 
proprietary goods; they are as substantial as 
the right to wear my hat or coat. and it is sim- 
ply but arecognition of these rights, and with 
these brief remarks I will submit it for your 
consideration. 

Mr. Noyes--Mr. Chairman, a resolution is be- 
fore the house in regard to the report of the 
committee, therefore I think -Mr. Humphreys’ 
resolution should beto dafer action on this 
while the discussion remains. There are two 
things I desire to speak upon. In the first place, 
this cash discount of 1 per cent. I would like 
any of these gentlemen to tell me how in our 
bills made out every day we are to select every 
article that helongs to the rebate list, and make 
1 per cent disconnt on it while we are making 
14 on other goods. I do not believe it can be 
done by any Western druggist; therefore I wish 
the committee to think twice before they make 
itat 1 percent. I think that the elause might 
read something like this: That the usual dis- 
count offered on those goods should not be larger 
than the regular cash discount offered upon 
other goods, and even that does not cover the 
ground, but I merely suggest that the other plan 
is not practicablo.If any one can tell me that 
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isI should be willing to listen to it. In the 
second place there has been something said here 
about an iron-clad contract plan. I think the 
committee has only recommended a plan that 
covers those suggestions we have heard this af- 
ternoon. If those are adopted I think we will 
have a plan that will please everybody, East and 
West. It is not expected to be an iron-clad 
plan, but we want some plan recommended on 
which we can all unite in our recommendations. 
I know of one house, J. M. Harris & Co., and 
that house has tried the necessity years ago, 
and made a comparative failure, and withdrew 
it. 

Mr. Myers—It will be impossible to arrange 
this cash discount matter just to suit all credi- 
tors of this country. We have got to have some 
standard basis, and be governed by that,we must 
all makesome sacrifice to accomplish the result 
we allaim to accomplish. Now,in regardtoJ. 
M. Harris & Co., I would say that this committee 
have not strongly impressed many of the leading 
proprietors. We have deferred the matter unt, 
we had the record to show that this system does 
work to the satisfaction of large proprietors, we 
have that evidence now. 

Mr. Noyes—I only ask that it be made as large 
as possible instead of as narrow as possible. 

Mr. Richardson, of Detroit—The discount busi 
ness has arisen in this way: the East prides itself 
upon having maintained legitimate business dis- 
counts since the war. During the war, in the 
whole West we either sold for cash, or for very 
short time. 30 days was as long as anyone sold 
from 1861 to 1865. Now what has} occurred in 
the West. Now, I want to state thisone thing 
to have you think about, as to the desirability of 
getting large discounts. How did this increased 
disconnt come about? Now, I think I can ex- 
plain it exactly. Who asks for cash discounts 
Cash men, the men who have the money to pay 
for their goods the moment they get them are the 
men that ash for cash discounts. Now, in the 
West we are selling goods on 30 days time: it was 
not the man to whom time is necessary owing to 
his limited capital that asks fortime; it was the 
man who came into your place, or sends an 
order, with his east in the bank or in his pocket, 
who asks for an additional 30 days or 60 days 
and in the goodness of our hearts we give that 
man who had money in his pockets an additional 
30 days or 60 days as a gratuity. What came 
out of it? Just as soon as he got us fixed in that 
additional time we had given him as a gratuity, 
he demanded 1 per cent. additional for paying it 
in ten days. We gave him 30 days and he came 
back and demanded 1 per cent. more because we 
gaveittohim. Now, that isthe system of the 
discount business, and I -have no sympatby with 
big discounts. 


Mr. Kline, of Philadelphia—I desire to say one 
word mors, We have communications from all 
over the country, and some not so very far 
from Mr. Noyes, who are in favor of limiting the 
discount to one per cent. and some who are in 
favor of limiting the time to 30 days. Thatis 
the timefin general effect in the East, and I see 
no reason why it should not be all over the 
country; but certainly as far as goods sold at 
fixed prices, it must be uniform, and unless it is 
so arranged a step to break it down is taken and 
Ihope that this Association will realize the im 
portance of this subject, and will take decided 
action in favor of restricting the discount to one 
per cent. and limiting the time to 30 days. 

President Benton--Shall we take the motion 
on the adoption of the report? There was a res- 
olution offered by Dr. Humphreys, as it is not 
properly in order under the discussion of this re 
port, the Doctor has kindly consented to have 
this resolution brought up at another time when 
opportunity will be given. The chair will put 
the motion, unless there is further discussion de- 
sired on this report. 

Mr. Stearns, of Detroit—Mr. Chairman: The re- 
marks of Mr. Richardson are full of common 
sense, as are most all the remarks that he made 
in regard to this question. It contains the whole 
meat. As I understand it. gentlemen, the patent 
medicine is in the hands of proprietors, they 
make the retail price, they make the 
jobbing price, they find that the retailer 
and the manufacturer are necessary to 
them, and they have found toofthat the 
middle man, the wholesale man is necessary. 
Now, between the retail man and the manufac- 
turer, as I say, the two take the profits, and the 
wholesaler gets nothing. Now,this society was or- 
ganized to correct this evil; they must go and aid 
their committees, and devise practical things, 
square plans, that they have to ask these patent 
medicine proprietors to adopt; they have to 
adopt it with some exceptions and criticisms. 
The only criticism that I have to make is that 
this society has a right to demand of patent med- 
icine makers just and fair dealing;a fair per- 
centage to the jobber, a fair percentage to the 
dealer. Now, do not let this sociaty endorse 
patent medicines, let them stand on their own 
bottom. There are lots of members of this so- 
cicty whe are not patent medicine ‘ manufactur- 
ers; you are interested in the issue. 

President Benton—The question is called for 
on the adoption of the report of the Committee 
on Proprietary Goods. 

The motion was put and carried. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INSURAXCE, 
Presented by Mr R. A. Robinson. 
To the Western Wholesale Druggists Association, 

Mr. President and Gentlemen :- The matter of 
insurance by reason of its great importance is 
the subject of such close and constant investiga- 
tion with every prudent merchant, that it is dif- 
ficult to present any new ideas or suggestions in 
relation. to it that will prove edifying or of prac- 
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tical advantage. Our Association has ‘acted 
wisely however in bringing the subject annually 
to the attention of its members in convention 
through a standing committee appointed for the 
purpose, as it invites and elicits a general and 
full discussion, and thus affords us the benefit of 
the information and experience of the many 
present, which cannot but prove interesting and 
of great advantage. In the selection of com- 
panies with which to place our risks, it is hardly 
necessary to suggest the importance of a 
thorough investigation of their character, stand- 
ing and strensth and their ability to furnish us 
the security and protoction which they promise 
and engage to afford. Such acareful examina- 
tion on our part is, we apprehend, not always 
given, as many of us are quite inclined toindulge 
the comforting persuasion that the danger of 
fire is hardly incident to ourselves, however 
liable our neighbors may be to such misfortune. 
We are more disposed to investigate the means 
and standing of a customer applying for a credit 
of a few hundred dollars than the solvency of a 
company from which we seek defence against a 
possible loss of several thousand. The consider- 
ations which in eur opinion should influence us 
in the choice of companies might be classified 
thus: 


First. Certain security and indemnity in the 
event of loss, 


Second. The lowest rates of insurance that 
afford the desired protection. 

Third. The well-established reputation of com- 
panies for promptness and fairness in the ad- 
justment and settlement of losses. 

We can readily inform ourselves in regard to 
the first point named, as the frequent and com- 
plete publications in the insurance papers regu- 
larly issued furnish us the reguisite information 
as to their capital, amount of business, market 
value of the stocks, nett surplus, etc., of the 
various companies that is necessary to an intelli- 
gent conclusion, We cannot, however, satisfy 
ourselves as fully in the second consideration. 
Our board of underwriters determine this from 
an arbitrary scale of rates fixed without regard 
to our views or opinions, and from which there 
is no appeal, The necessity of their organiza- 
tions to establish and maiutain certain scales of 
rates does no doubt exist, and it is not our pur- 
pose to discuss this point further than to say 
that we are ready to concede the same as far as 
may be required to secure an adequate return 
for the expense of conducting their business, a 
fair interest upon capital invested, aud the ac- 
cumulation of a surplus fund even against un- 
usual losses. The wholesale druggists feel, how- 
ever, that they are called upon to bear too 
large a share of this burden. Underwriters 
are inclined, from what we regard as an old 
prejudice and an insufficient knowledge of the 
extent of “drug risks’’ to exaggerate and over- 
estimate them. There is certainly no class of 
their patrons that exercises the same diligence 
and adopts as many precautions to prevent the 
occurrence of fires, as the wholesale druggists 
In the last few years quite a number of our 
members have erected new buildings, specially 
adapted to the conduct of the drug business, 
with a careful eye in their arrangement and 
construction, to the danger from fire; in the 
adoption of every means to reduce the liability 
of it, which the insurance companies.do not 
seem to properly appreciate and recompense. 
We are more interested in preventing the calam- 
ity of fre than any company underwriting for 
us, aseveninthe most prompt and liberal set- 
tlement of losses we are not protected from the 
great consequential damages in the interruption 
of business and loss of profits, to say nothing of 
the immense labor involved in rebuilding and re- 
placing our stocks. It appears from a table of 
comparative rates compiled and embraced in 
the report of the former chairman of this com- 
mittee, that they varied in different cities from 
$1.25 to $2.64. It can hardly be assumed that 
there is such a difference in the character of the 
risks as would justify this. If $1.25 were a rea- 
sonable rate in Philadelphia, $2.64 is surely ex- 
cessive in a Western city. It may be said that 
the local boards in each city are responsible for 
this, as they are reasonably supposed to be the 
better acquainted with the hazard assumed, 
but it does appear from the wide variation 
named that in some points the rates are ex- 
cessive. We have a right to expect of 
underwriters a more conservative and equita- 
ble adjustment of their rating and especially 
that they give proper consideration to the tm- 
provements and arrangements of recent adop- 
tion, which are of such material service in less- 
ening the hazard. In referring to the third item 
named, it affords us pleasure to observe that as 
far as we know, the underwriters have exhibited 
a most commendable readiness and liberality in 
adjusting and paying all losses that have oc- 
curred in our branch of business, which is most 
creditable to thera and a just recognition of the 
absence of any ‘ moral hazard” in underwriting 
tor wholesale druggists. The same diligence and 
caution which we observe in the selection of 
companies to assume our risks, should cl aracter- 
ize our efforts in the adoption of every available 
means to prevent the occurrence of fire, andin 
the event of such misfortune, to have at hand 

1 appliances for their prompt extingui<hment. It 
is of the first importapce to separate from our 
main stock the manufacture and preparation for 
sale, of all articles regarded as extra hazardous, 
inasmuch as the underwriters, and we ourselves, 
consider the danger of fire greater from this 
than from any other cause. Our labu ratory 
should be in a separate building, which would,of 
course, remove the above trouble and also furn- 
ish a place of storage for petroleum; ethers and 
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other goods which attach to our business the 
idea of extra hazard. In arranging and storing 
the great number and various kinds of goods 
that compose our stocks, it is well to 
place apart all dry goods, as alum, 
salts, earth paints, &c., &c, from linseed oil, 
turpentine, varnishes, alcoho], and the like. and 
such other smuller articles differing in their char- 
acter as to bazard, by this means the fire might 
be more confined, and better controlled and the 
loss lessened. Too great attention cannot be paid 
to order, system and cleanliness, especially the 
latter. Nostore should be closed for the night 
until allstraw, saw-dust and rubbish of all 
are carefully swept upand placed in barrels or 
boxes and removed from the building and some 


one person should be held responsible for the premiums. 


performance of this important service. Fire 
plugs or fire buckets always filled should be 


placed in everystory of the building as with 
these an incipient fire might be extinguished and 
a calamitous one prevented. We woald suggest 
that the chiefs of fire departments be invited to 
inspect our premises and acquaint themselves 
with the arrangement and distribution of our 
stocks, as this information would be of material 
assistance to them in directing the management 
of a fire should it occur. 

If each of us would call the special attention 
of agents of insurance companies to the many 
and varied means adopted to remove the cau:es 
of fire, thereby lessening both the extent and 
frequeney of them, it would surely serve to miti- 
gate their prejudice against our risks, and might 
lead to our obtaining a reduction in the rates of
